Middlesex  County  Council 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  on  July  27, 
the  public  health  committee  submitted  a  letter  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  regarding  the  designation 
of  certain  members  of  the  dispensary  staff  of  the  hospitals 
under  the  control  of  the  public  health  committee.  The  letter 
stated :  — 

Attention  has  been  drawn  by  certain  members  of  the  Society 
employed  by  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  they  are  of&cially 
described  as  dispensers  and  not  pharmacists  which  is  the  statutory 
description  for  persons  holding  the  qualification  of  the  Society. 
They  state  that  they  have  asked  for  their  description  to  be  changed 
from  dispenser  to  pharmacist,  but  without  success.  The  Society 
would  feel  obliged  if  the  Council  could  see  their  way  to  making  the 
desired  change.  .  .  .  The  title  '  dispenser  '  is  not  restricted  by  law 
to  qualified  persons  and  can  be,  and  in  fact  is,  used  by  unqualified 
persons.  Its  use  may  therefore  give  rise  to  the  impression  that  the 
Council  are  not  employing  properly  qualified  persons,  an  impression 
which  would  be  both  a  reflection  on  the  efficiency  of  the  hospital 
administration  and  derogatory  to  the  pharmacists  employed.  The 
term  '  dispenser  '  is  one  that  has  a  much  more  limited  connotation 
than  that  of  '  pharmacist '  and  does  not  appear  sufficient  to  cover 
the  range  of  duties  upon  which  the  pharmacists  in  the  hospitals  of 
the  Council  are  engaged.  The  change  that  the  Council  are  now 
being  asked  to  make  is  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Govern- 
ment Departments,  other  local  authorities  and  hospitals 
generally.  .  .  . 

The  committee  reported  that  the  grading  scheme  at  present 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  pharmacists,  chief  assistant 
dispensers  and  assistant  dispensers,  and  lays  down  that  all 
oflicers  appointed  to  these  positions  shall  hold  either  a  degree 
in  pharmacy  granted  by  a  recognised  university  or  the  Major 
or  Minor  qualification  granted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  term  "  pharmacist  "  cannot  legally  be  used  by  persons 
who  only  hold  a  university  degree  in  pharmacy,  and  accord- 
ingly the  term  "  dispenser  "  has  been  used  in  the  grading 
scheme  to  cover  appointments  of  persons  who  hold  such  degree 
but  not  one  of  the  qualifications  of  the  Society.  It  is  the 
usual  practice,  however,  to  appoint  persons  who  are  qualified 
pharmacists,  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  considered  that 
the  scheme  should  be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  reference 
to  the  university  degree  in  pharmacy  and  the  limitation  of 
appointments  to  statutory  pharmacists.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended and  the  Council  agreed,  that  the  grading  scheme  in 
respect  of  staff  under  the  control  of  the  public  health  com- 
mittee be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the  word  "  dispenser  " 
where  it  appears  in  Part  III  (Technical  Staff)  and  the  substi- 
tution of  the  word  "  pharmacist  "  and  by  the  deletion  of  the 
words  "  a  degree  in  pharmacy  granted  by  a  recognised  univer- 
sity "  in  the  conditions  relating  to  the  qualification  of  such 
officers. 

Miscellaneous 

Inquest. — At  Barry,  Glamorgan,  on  July  26,  a  verdict  that 
death  was  due  to  poisoning  was  recorded  at  an  inquest  on  the 
body  of  Dr.  E.  R.  Griffiths.  Mr.  J.  M.  Thomas,  M.P.S.,  gave 
evidence  regarding  the  deceased's  purchase  of  hydrocyanic 
acid  and  potassium  cyanide.

Irish  Drug  Association 

Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  (president)  was  in  the  chair  at  the  com- 
mittee meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  held  on  July  17. 
A  report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the 
Irish  Traders'  Protection  Association  was  received.  This  Asso- 
ciation has  been  formed  mainly  to  deal  with  the  practice  of 
distributing  free  gift  coupons,  trading  stamps,  and  so  forth 
with  retail  purchases.  It  was  agreed  that  meetings  would  be 
held  regularly  in  the  future,  and  representatives  from  the 
various  trade  associations  (including  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion if  considered  advisable)  to  form  the  provisional  committee. 
The  Committee  felt  they  should  support  this  new  Association. 
The  Eire  Minister  for  Industry  and  Commerce,  under  the 
powers  vested  in  him  by  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Trading)  Act, 
1938,  proposes  to  make  an  Order  regulating  Sunday  trading. 
The  Committee  have  examined  the  proposed  conditions,  and 
it  was  decided  that  no  action  should  be  taken  with  the  depart- 
ment. Complaints  of  price  cutting  by  non-chemist  traders, 
especially  with  regard  to  certain  proprietaries,  are  the  subject 
of  investigation.  Any  information  regarding  suppliers  to  cut- 
price  shops  will  be  welcomed.  The  attention  of  members  was 
drawn  to  a  number  of  new  price  changes,  particularly  to  the 
new  prices  for  Glauber  and  Epsom  salts:  9d.  per  lb.,  5d.  per 
half  ]b.,  and  3d.  per  quarter  lb. 

Miscellaneous 

Emergency  medical  stocks. — The  Eire  Department  of 
Local  Government  have  written  the  Dublin  Board  of  Assist- 
ance advising  them  that,  in  view  of  the  danger  of  a  European 
conflict,  and  the  subsequent  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies, 
that  they  should  provide  a  four  months'  reserve  stock  of 
essential  medicines,  medical  and  surgical  appliances  and 
dressings.

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Licensing  Proposals  in  Bonnbay 


A  MEETING  of  manufacturers,  manufacturers'  agents  and  im- 
porters of  spirituous  medicinal  preparations  was  field  at 
Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce  recently  to  consider  what 
joint  proposals  could  be  made  to  the  Bombay  Government  in 
respect  of  the  Government's  licensing  proposals  recently  put 
forward.  A  member  informed  the  meeting  that  he  had  inter- 
viewed the  Excise  Commissioner,  who  had  stated  that  Govern- 
ment would  probably  make  some  provision  to  exempt  certain 
preparations,  and  he  thought  that,  instead  of  approaching 
Government  direct,  it  would  be  better  if  a  representative  com- 
mittee first  interviewed  the  Commissioner  of  Excise.  The 
chairman  therefore  suggested  that  a  small  committee  should 
be  elected.  This  proposal  was  seconded  and  carried  unani- 
mously. The  following  resolution  was  also  proposed  and 
carried :  ' '  That  the  cornmittee  be  appointed  as  a  delegation 
to  wait  on  the  Commissioner  of  Excise,  Bombay,  with  the 
object  of  clarifying  Section  2  (c)  of  the  Licensing  Form  D.A.  58, 
and  are  authorised  to  formulate  recommendations  to  Govern- 
ment without  further  reference  to  the  members  present  at  this 
meeting."  The  meeting  then  discussed  the  ban  placed  on  adver- 
tising of  spirituous  preparations.  The  secretary  explained  that 
the  original  notification,  as  it  appeared  in  the  Press,  was  ambi- 
guous. He  had  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  a  copy  of  the  official 
publication.  This  he  read  to  the  meeting,  pointing  out  that 
certain  sections  needed  considerable  modification.  The  licens- 
ing provisions  to  which  exception  was  taken  by  the  meet- 
ing  were   those   which    included    medicated   wines   and  all 


spirituous  preparations  under  the  prohibition  of  sale  except 
to  the  prescription  of  a  medical  man  and  only  from  the  premises 
of  a  licensed  chemist.  The  subcommittee  met  subsequently 
and  formulated  proposals  for  exempting  medicinal  prepara- 
tions from  the  restrictions. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  full  committee  on  June  19  the  chairman 
referred  to  the  recommendation  for  redrafting  the  classification 
of  spirituous  preparations  and  put  the  following  resolution  to 
the  meeting :  The  committee  suggest  that  the  following  defini- 
tion should  be  applied  for  the  classification  of  spirituous  pre- 
parations :  (a)  Those  that  might  be  used  as  a  beverage  ;  (b) 
those  which,  by  the  nature  of  their  medication,  are  unfit  for 
consumption  as  a  beverage,  being  either  actually  poisonous,  or, 
when  taken  in  sufficient  quantity  to  produce  any  effect  from 
the  alcohol  content,  would  also  produce  serious  physical  dis- 
turbances. For  the  purpose  of  deciding  on  the  classification  of 
spirituous  preparations,'  and  the  question  of  exemption  of  any 
preparations  from  the  operations  of  the  Act,  the  committee 
approved  a  recommendation  urging  the  formation  of  a  board 
of  not  less  than  five  members  including  the  folloveing:  The 
Honourable  Minister  for  Health  and  Excise  ;  the  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral to  the  Government  of  Bombay  ;  the  Chemical  Analyser  to 
the  Government  of  Bombay  ;  one  member  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Bombay  Medical  Council  ;  one  qualified  pharmacist  to 
be  nominated  by  the  manufacturers,  manufacturers'  agents 
and  importers  of  pharmaceutical  and  toilet  preparations  in 
Bombay. 


Topical  Reflections

Business  at  the  Conference 

The  branch  representatives'  meetings  at  this  year's  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  were,  as  your  first  editorial  article 
on  p.  129  indicates,  marked  by  a  good  standard  of  discussion. 
There  was  a  time  when  to  attend  a  large  meeting  of  chemists 
that  had  been  called  for  the  elucidation  of  some  business  prob- 
lem was  likely  to  prove  a  chastening  experience  by  reason  of 
the  crudity  of  some  of  the  speeches.  That  condition  of  things 
has,  I  am  glad  to  believe,  given  place  to  an  evident  desire 
to  keep  to  the  point  or  points  at  issue.  Reading  your  report 
on  pp.  118-120,  in  association  with  your  editorial  comments, 
one  cannot  help  reflecting  on  the  irony  that  brings  a  Confer- 
ence motion  in  favour  of  pressing  for  commissioned  rank  in  the 
Forces  into  the  news  simultaneously  with  the  non  possumus 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War.  On  the  face  of  it,  the 
adoption  of  the  motion  seems  futile.  Pharmacists  have  them- 
selves been  urging  the  need  for  the  avoidance  of  waste  in  Army 
dispensing  ;  but  when  the  Secretary  for  War  writes  of  economy 
in  that  sphere,  he  refers  primarily  to  the  abolition  of  the 
services  of  pharmacists.  The  "  much  more  potent  drugs  "^to 
which  he  alludes  have  been  arriving  since  the  time  of  Para- 
celsus ;  it  does  not  follow,  however,  that  "  the  amount  of  dis- 
pensing and  preparation  of  drugs  is  rapidlv  diminishing." 
Put  in  briefest  form,  the  official  standpoint  seems  to  be :  "  Let 
us  have  the  drugs  we  order,  and  we  do  not  care  what  becomes 
of  them  afterwards."  It  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to 
Mr.  Hore-Belisha  or  his  advisers  that  correct  storage  and 
accuracy  of  dosage  are  vital  factors  in  the  handling  of  medica- 
ments, and  that  these  factors  need  skilled  supervision.  Nor 
is  the  possibility  of  emergency  arrangements  having  to  be 
made  on  the  field  recognised. 

Defeated  Proposals 

The  number  of  proposals  defeated  during  the  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  branch  representatives  reported  in  your 
last  week's  issue  suggests  that  we  have  not  quite  emerged  from 
the  stage,  common  to  all  representative  conferences,  in  which 
resolutions  are  formulated  without  due  regard  to  their  prac- 
ticability. It  will  be  seen  that  at  Birmingham  no  fewer  than 
nine  out  of  the  twelve  motions  put  forward  were  lost.  This 
does  not  necessarily  imply  that  all  the  nine  were  empty  or 
trivial :  some,  indeed,  embodied  views  or  aspirations  that  did 


their  authors  credit.  The  question  of  the  payment,  entire 
or  partial,  of  representatives'  expenses  is  not  an  easy  one  to 
solve  in  a  completely  just  manner  ;  but  I  trust  that  the 
Council  will  "explore  "  it  in  a  sympathetic  spirit.  To  a  few 
of  the  participants  the  Conference  week  may  make  no  appre- 
ciable change  in  the  domestic  budget.  I  rather  suspect, 
however,  that  for  the  majority  it  means  a  certain  amount  of 
rearrangement.  In  any  case  it  should  not  be  beyond  the  col- 
lective wisdom  of  the  Council  to  devise  an  equitable  system 
of  grants  to  accredited  branch  representatives,  with  the  object 
of  securing  an  all-round  attendance.  The  decision  of  the  meet- 
ing on  two  other  points  affecting  finance  is  in  accord  with 
common  sense. 

"  Mixture  "  in  Pharmacy 

A  point  of  mucli  interest  is  raised  in  your  last  week's 
Retrospect  (p.  146),  an  excerpt  from  an  article  by  the  late 
Mr.  Henry  Groves.  Mr.  Groves  wrote:  "This  term 
['  mixture'],  as  applied  by  us  to  a  liquid  compound,  cannot 
be  of  great  antiquity.  .  .  ."  While  it  may  be  conceded  that 
the  term,  used  in  this  sense,  is  not  "  of  great  antiquity  " — 
the  O.E.D.  does  not  give  us  much  help  here — it  has  a  history 
of  well  over  200  years.  The  early  London  Pharmacopoeias, 
indeed,  had  no  "  Mistura  "  among  their  numerous  prepara- 
tions ;  but  Quincy,  in  his  "  Pharmacopoeia  Officinalis  et 
Extemporanea  "  (1718),  has  a  useful  definition:  "A  Mixture 
is  properly  a  Julep  with  solid  Ingredients  dissolv'd  in  it  ;  or 
when  Oils  are  added  to  Draughts  without  Incorporation :  (for 
by  Incorporation  they  become  Linctus' s  or  Emulsions.)"  In 
the  same  paragraph  he  explains  that  a  julep  is  a  transparent 
liquid  except  in  the  case  of  one  containing  pearls,  and  that  the 
largest  juleps  range  from  Jviij.  to  about  Jx.  It  seems  that  the 
average  content  of  the  julep  had  undergone  some  change 
shortly  before  Quincy's  book  appeared.  The  weakness  of  this 
definition  lies  in  the  obvious  possibility  that  many  juleps  might 
also  have  contained  solid  ingredients  in  solution  ;  but  if  we  go 
back  to  the  earliest  O.E.D.  quotation  for  "julep"  {circa 
1400),  we  find  it  described  as  "  a  sirup  maad  only  of  water 
&  of  sugre."  We  may  fairly  assume  that  Quincy  had  this 
single  or  original  form  of  julep  in  his  mind  when  he  wrote  his 
definition.  Robert  James  hit  the  mark  in  his  "  Pharmaco- 
poeia Universalis  "  (1752)  by  stating  plainly  that  several  mix- 
tures "  differ  only  in  Name  from  Juleps."

Injunction  Against  Price  Cutting. — An  action  by 
Macleans,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Brentford,  against 
Leon  Schorr,  trading  as  "  The  Perfumery,"  Buxton  Road, 
Heaviley,  Stockport,  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Morton  in  the 
Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  July  28  on  a  motion 
for  an  interlocutory  injunction.  Mr.  Basil  Drewe,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  they  were  seeking  to  restrain  the  defendant 
from  selling  their  peroxide  tooth  paste  at  a  price  lower  than 
that  by  which  the  goods  were  sold  under  a  limited  licence. 
Mr.  R.  H.  Landman,  for  the  defendant,  said  he  was  willing 
to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action,  submit  to  an 
injunction  and  pay  the  costs.  Mr.  Drewe  stated  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  also  asking  for  an  inquiry  as  to  damages,  the 
costs  of  which  would  be  reserved.  His  lordship  granted  the 
plaintiffs  the  injunction  asked  for  with  the  costs  of  the  action 
and  directed  an  inquiry  as  to  damages. 

Pharmacy  Act  Cases. — At  Leeds  Police  Court,  recently, 
Harry  Whalley,  Blackburn,  was  fined  1^  for  using  the  title 
"  chemist  "  when  not  registered  as  a  pharmacist. 

At  Macclesfield  Police  Court,  recently,  Thomas  B.  Knight, 
hairdresser,  was  fined  5s.  for  selling  a  hair  dye  containing 
phenylenediamine  when  he  was  not  a  registered  person. 

At  Blackpool,  on  July  21,  Mr.  Thomas  King,  M.P.S.,  Dick- 
son Road,  was  summoned  for  failing  to  retain  prescriptions 
relating  to  Schedule  IV  poisons.  The  summonses  were  dis- 
missed on  payment  of  costs. 

At  Ulverston,  on  July  24,  Marie  Ackers,  Broughton-in- 
Furncss,  was  summoned  for  the  unauthorised  sale  of  a  poison 
not  correctly  labelled  and  for  the  unlawful  use  of  the  title 
"  chemist."    The  cases  were  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

At  Stockport,  recently.  Imperial  Paint  Industries  were  sum- 
moned for  selling  lysol  without  being  registered  with  the  local 
authority,  for  supplying  it  in  a  bottle  which  was  not  fluted 
and  in  a  container  not  correctly  labelled.  The  defendants 
were  fined      on  each  of  four  charges. 

At  Stockton,  recently,  William  Fox,  Low  Fell,  Gateshead, 
was  fined  5s.  for  unlawfully  using  the  title  "  chemist  "  in  con- 
nexion with  the  sale  of  goods  by  retail.  According  to  evidence 
given  by  the  prosecution,  the  defendant  had  used  the  title 
"  manufacturing  chemist  and  prescribing  herbalist." 

At  Manchester,  recently,  Arthur  A.  Auger,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Chorlton-cum-Hardy,  was  fined  20s.  for  using  the  title 
"  pharmacist  "  when  he  was  not  registered  as  a  pharmacist. 
He  was  fined  a  further  20s.  for  unlawfully  using  the  title 
"  Member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "  by  employing  the 
letters  "  M.P.S." — At  the  same  police  court,  recently,  Jacob 
Levy,  Sharston,  was  summoned  for  selling  ephedrine  in  a  pro- 
prietary preparation  and  in  respect  of  poisons  in  a  dispensed 
mixture,  the  sales  not  being  effected  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmacist.   Fines  amounting  to      were  imposed. 

Sale  of  Poisons. — At  Dublin  District  Court,  on  July  24, 
Kavanagh's  Pharmacy,  Ltd.,  47  South  Great  Georges  Street, 
Dublin,  pleaded  guilty  to  five  summonses  in  connexion  with  the 
sale  of  poisons.  On  two  summonses  the  defendants  were  prose- 
cuted for  having  sold  aconite  in  A. B.C.  liniment  without 
making  the  statutory  entries  in  the  poisons  book.  On  a  third 
summons  the  defendants  were  charged  with  selling  codeine, 
contained  in  a  proprietary  brand  of  chlorodyne,  without  making 
the  necessary  entry  of  ;he  sale,  and  on  another  occasion  sell- 
ing this  poison  in  a  bottie  which  was  not  labelled  with  the 
seller's  name  and  address.  The  last  summons  was  for  selling 
ammonia  in  a  bottle  not  distinguishable  by  touch.  Mrs.  Wini- 
fred Byrne,  an  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  gave 
evidence  of  visiting  Messrs.  Kavanagh's  pharmacy  on 
February  i  and  purchasing  chlorodyne  in  a  bottle  which  was 
not  labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  She 
did  not  sign  for  the  purchase.  On  March  20  she  visited  the 
pharmacy  again  with  a  small  bottle  in  which  she  was  supplied 
with  a  shillingsworth  of  A. B.C.  liniment.  The  name  and 
address  of  the  seller  was  not  placed  on  the  bottle.  In  a  "  baby 
powder  "  bottle  she  was  supplied  with  twopence  worth  of 
ammonia.  No  name  and  address  of  the  seller  was  put  on  the 
bottle,  and  she  v/as  not  asked  her  own  name  and  address,  nor 
asked  to  sign  any  entry.    On  March  21  she  also  purchased 


A. B.C.  liniment  in  a  bottle  which  did  not  have  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller.  Witness  signed  no  entry  for  the  pur- 
chase. 

John  Wedwick,  also  an  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  stated  in  evidence  that  he  visited  Kavanagh's  phar- 
macy on  Februarjr  8  and  purchased  a  bottle  of  a  proprietary 
chlorodyne.  There  was  no  name  and  address  of  the  seller  on  the 
bottle,  and  no  entry  was  made  in  any  book,  nor  any  inquiry 
made  from  him.  Miss  U.  Cassidy,  public  analyst,  gave 
evidence  of  the  analysis  of  the  preparations.  Mr.  James  J. 
Kerr,  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  stated  that  the 
defendants  were  a  limited  liability  company,  with  Eileen 
Kavanagh  given  as  the  secretary,  and  Winifred  Ryan  as  mana- 
ger. The  dose  of  aconitine  was  1/640  of  a  grain.  Ammonia 
was  not  regarded  so  much  as  a  poison  but  as  a  very  caustic 
substance.  Codeine  was  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid,  and 
was  mentioned  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  because  it  was  a 
drug  of  addiction.  The  makers  of  the  chlorodyne  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  it  contained  morphine,  as  well  as  codeine. 
The  codeine  in  the  chlorodyne  supplied  might  kill  a  child,  but 
witness  did  not  think  that  it  would  kill  an  adult.  Mr.  John  J. 
Gaynor,  who  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  sub- 
mitted to  the  Court  that  the  business  of  the  defendants  was 
conducted  in  a  very  loose  fashion.  During  various  dates  in 
February  and  March  the  inspectors  of  the  Society  could  go  in 
and  buy  these  dangerous  poisons  without  any  restrictions.  The 
poisons  were  sold  to  persons  unknown,  no  entries  were  made 
in  the  poisons  register,  and  there  were  no  labels  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller  on  the  bottles.  Mr.  Kavanagh  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  the  summonses.  He  admitted  that  at  the  time  of 
the  purchases  the  bottles  were  not  properly  labelled,  but  they 
were  all  being  properly  labelled  now  for  a  long  time  past.  In 
his  view  the  Society  could  have  achieved  their  purpose  with  a 
lesser  number  of  summonses.  Mr.  Gaynor  said  the  five  sum- 
monses were  brought  to  show  the  sales  were  not  isolated  cases, 
but  part  of  a  loose  system.  Justice  Hannan  held  all  the  sum- 
monses proved  and  imposed  a  fine  of  ten  shillings  in  each 
case,  with  £^  3s.  4d.  costs. 


"C.  &  D."  Retail  Price  List 

The  drug  index  for  the  month  of  July  showed  no  change,  as 
the  items  with  different  costs  were  of  minor  importance.  The 
figure  was  156.2,  as  in  June,  against  155.2  for  Julj^  in  1938. 
In  surgical  dressings  the  same  figure  as  in  June  still  stands, 
being  138.2  as  against  138.3  in  July  1938.  No  change  has 
been  recorded  in  the  last  six  months  for  surgical  dressings.

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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

Council  Meeting 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  at  73  University  Street, 
Belfast,  on  July  28,  the  president  (Mr.  Walter  C.  Tate)  in  the 
chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  James  Glendmnmg 
(vice-president),  H.  F.  Moore,  S.  H.  Forrest,  J.  E.  Connor, 
J. P.,  James  McDowell,  W.  Martin,  J.  F.  Grimes,  J. P.,  C. 
Abemethy,  J.  W.  Parker,  J.  T.  Nicholl,  Professor  E.  B.  C. 
Mayrs  and  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson.  The  secretary  (Mr.  D.  L. 
Kirkpatrick)  was  in  attendance. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  G.  Chambers,  secre- 
tary of  the  Londonderry  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Associa- 
tion, thanking  the  Council  for  their  hospitality  on  the  occasion 
of  the  June  outing  to  the  Giant's  Causeway  and  Portrush. 

There  were  also  letters  of  appreciation  from  the  examiners 
at  the  recent  examinations.  Professor  J.  M.  Thompson,  Liver- 
pool, and  Dr.  J.  E.  Driver,  Cambridge. 

Submitting  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Secre- 
tary stated  that  the  Society  had  had  an  excellent  year  finan- 
cially, and  their  funds  were  in  a  very  sound  condition. 

The  Council  decided  to  invest  ;^i,ooo  in  Belfast  Corporation 
Mortgage  Loan,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Examination  Results 
The  Secretary  reported  that  the  following  candidates  had 
passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination :  Gladys 
Muriel  Chambers,  Anne  Keenan,  Geo.  W.  McCartney  and  Wm. 
T.  Pyper.  He  also  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers in  connexion  with  the  recent  examinations  of  the 
Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Connor,  seconded  by  Mr.  Nicholl, 
it  was  decided  to  award  the  Society's  gold  medal  to  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery, and  book  prize  to  Mr.  Gamble,  as  the  two  most  suc- 
cessful students  at  the  examinations. 

Conference  Appreciations 

Reporting  on  his  visit  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Birmingham,  the  president  said  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  delegates  from 
Northern  Ireland  could  not  have  been  excelled.  He  had  never 
attended  a  Conference  where  the  arrangements  worked  so 
smoothly.  He  proposed  that  the  Council  should  write  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Local  Comrpittee  of  the  Conference,  who  had 
charge  of  the  arrangements,  thanking  him,  and  also  the  chair- 
man of  the  Conference  and  the  two  secretaries. 

Seconding,  Mr.  Abernethy  said  he  had  never  enjoyed  a 
week  so  much.    The  excursions  were  ideally  chosen. 

Mr.  Martin,  supporting,  also  expressed  appreciation  of  the 
courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  Conference  officials  to  the 
Northern  Ireland  delegates. 

Mr.  Connor  said  he  had  not  had  the  good  fortune  to  be 
present  at  the  Conference,  but  he  had  read  with  great  interest 
the  masterly  address  of  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  whose  Belfast 
associations  were  well  known.  That  address  was  just  what 
they  would  expect  from  a  man  of  the  ability  and  position  in 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  and  if  the  ideals  which  he 
promulgated  were  acted  upon,  there  would  be  no  need  to 
have  any  fear  for  the  future  of  their  profession.  They  wanted 
to  see  drugs  confined  entirely  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and 
it  was  only  by  carrying  out  those  ideas,  as  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill  said  they  ought,  that  they  could  hope  to  succeed.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  President  agreed  to  write  a  personal  letter  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

The  Secretary  mentioned  that  the  president  had  been 
highly  honoured  at  the  Conference  in  being  asked  to  propose 
the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Local  Committee,  a  duty  which  he 
had  discharged  not  only  with  great  credit  to  himself  but  to  the 
Society  which  he  represented. 

Public  Appointments 
Mr.  Moore  drew  attention  to  the  appointment  of  a  young 
doctor  to  the  position  of  pharmacist  in  Omagh  Asylum,  and 
appealed  to  the  Council  to  take  action  in  this  matter  in  the 
interests  of  the  profession  as  a  whole.  He  thought  it  was 
high  time  that  they  fought  that  question  of  public  appoint- 
ments.   (Hear,  hear.) 


Dr.  Acheson,  Mr.  Glendinning  and  Mr.  Forrest  also 
urged  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken  in  regard  to 
public  appointments,  otherwise  chemists  were  going  to  be 
passed  over  to  an  even  greater  degree. 

It  was  decided  to  take  up  the  matter  with  the  Ministry  of 
Home  Affairs,  suggesting  that  a  scheme  governing  public 
appointments  should  be  formulated.

Address  to  New  Licentiates 
At  the  end  of  the  business  The  President  presented  the 
Society's  certificate  to  each  of  the  new  licentiates.  Address- 
ing them  he  said:  "  To-day  it  is  my  privilege  to  welcome  those 
students  who  by  their  success  at  our  recent  examinations  have 
entered  the  ranks  of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  On  behalf  of 
my  colleagues,  will  you  accept  our  congratulations  on  your 
achievement  and  our  best  wishes  for  your  success  in  the  days 
that  lie  ahead.  You  are  now  members  of  an  ancient  and 
honourable  profession,  a  profession  in  which  a  degree  of  skill 
and  knowledge  is  required  that  is  only  obtainable  after  much 
study  of  scientific  subjects  and  much  laboratory  practice.  You 
are  expected  to  have  complete  familiarity  with  the  properties 
of  the  hosts  of  chemicals  and  drugs  with  which  you  will  have 
to  deal,  and  also  the  ability  to  judge  their  quality,  strength 
and  purity.  But  the  making  up  of  prescriptions  is  not  the 
only  side  of  a  chemist's  activities,  in  which  an  attitude 
superior  to  that  of  ordinary  commercialism  is  expected  of  him. 
In  matters  of  personal  hygiene,  in  the  choice  of  medicines 
and  treatments  for  minor  ailments  and  injuries  you  will  be 
often  expected  to  give  as  a  normal  part  of  your  service  sound 
and  practical  advice.  Sometimes  you  will  be  even  expected  to 
exceed  your  proper  function  and  enter  the  field  of  the  medical 
practitioner,  but  that  is  a  course  to  which  as  a  loyal  and  con- 
scientious member  of  your  calling  and  knowing  the  limitations 
of  your  qualifications,  you  can  never  consent.  You  are  now 
standing  on  the  threshold  of  your  career,  and  I  would  stress 
the  great  necessity  of  being  loyal  to  the  highest  traditions  of 
your  calling,  loyal  in  all  your  dealings  with  your  fellow  mem- 
bers and  loyal  also  to  your  Society.  Do  not  imagine  that  your 
education  is  now  completed — it  is  in  truth  only  commencing, 
and  by  your  varied  experiences  day  by  day  you  will  be 
laying  up  a  store  of  knowledge  that  will  prove  of  immeasur- 
able benefit  to  you  in  the  future.  Keep  yourselves  well  abreast 
of  all  current  medical  literature  and  treatment,  and  of  all  the 
new  preparations  which  the  marvellous  advance  in  chemical 
science  is  making  possible.  Take  an  intelligent  interest  in  the 
activities  of  your  own  and  other  associations,  attend  the 
meetings  when  possible  and  be  willing  if  called  upon  to  do  your 
share  in  the  executive  work  of  such  bodies.  Before  I  close 
I  should  like  to  give  you  a  Latin  inscription  which  appears  on 
this  badge  which  I  have  the  honour  to  wear.  The  inscription 
is:  Arte  Vigilantia  Probitate — with  skill,  with  watchfulness 
and  with  integrity.  I  can  imagine  no  better  motto  to  give 
to  young  men  and  women  at  the  outset  of  their  career,  and  if 
you  bear  these  words  in  mind  and  carry  them  out  in  your 
daily  avocations,  then  surely  you  will  be  doing  something  to 
ennoble  your  profession,  and  also  to  bring  in  that  new  era  in 
pharmacy  which  we  all  so  much  desire."  The  president  said 
he  could  not  do  better  than  conclude  with  an  extract  from 
the  address  of  Mr.  Henry  Deane  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  Birmingham  in  1865:  "We  must  be  reliable 
men  of  unflinching  integrity  and  honour,  whose  word  must 
be  our  bond,  and  whose  lives  must  accord  with  our  profes- 
sion ;  and  while  resolved  to  be  well  paid  for  our  labours  and 
responsibilities,  and  while  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  exacting 
public    we  must  necessarily  exert  our   ingenuity  to  devise 
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something  new  whereby  we  may  avoid  being  left  behind  in  the 
great  struggle  for  existence,  let  us  beware  that  we  do  not 
trench  on  other  men's  grounds  or  fields  of  action.  Let  us 
strive  to  do  unto  others  as  we  would  have  them  do  unto  us." 

Mr.  Glendenning  and  Mr.  Connor  also  congratulated  the 
new  licentiates  on  their  success.

Of  the  total  number  of  pharmaceutical  chemists'  licencej, 
97  were  issued  to  bodies  corporate,  and  11  to  executors  of  de- 
ceased pharmaceutical  chemists.  Three  of  the  registered  drug- 
gists' licences  were  issued  to  the  executors  of  deceased  regis- 
tered druggists  and  two  to  bodies  corporate. 

Poison  Licences  :  On  December  31,  1938,  there  were  140  agri- 
cultural poison  licences  in  force  as  compared  with  151  on 
December  31,  1937. 

Inspections  :  During  the  year  under  review  the  pharmacy 
inspector  continued  his  visits  of  inspection  to  persons  licensed 
to  carry  on  business  as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  registered  druggists.  He  also  paid  visits  to 
persons  holding  licences  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural poisons  and  retailers  of  methylated  spirits.  In  addition 
streets  markets  and  fairs  were  visited  by  the  inspector. 

Prosecutions  :  There  were  five  prosecutions  arising  from  the 
illegal  sale  of  methylated  spirits  in  which  pharmaceutical 
chemists  were  involved  during  the  year  under  review  ;  in 
each  case  a  conviction  was  obtained. 


National  Pharmaceutical  Union 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at  4  and  5 
Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  July  26,  Mr.  B.  Pugh 
Davies  in  the  chair. 

Medicine-Stamp  Duty  ■, 

It  was  reported  that  a  meeting  of  the  special  committee  on 
medicine-stamp  duty  convened  by  the  N.P.U.  and  attended 
by  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation,  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Asso- 
ciation, the  Scottish  Wholesale  Dniggists'  Association  and 
other  pharmaceutical  organisations,  had  been  held  on  July  12 
to  consider  the  position  arising  from  the  Chancellor's  decision 
to  postpone  the  repeal  of  medicine-stamp  duty  for  twelye 
months.  After  a  full  discussion  and  exchange  of  opinions  at 
that  meeting  it  had  been  decided  that  the  organisations  repre- 
sented should  submit  memoranda  outlining  their  proposals  for 
the  policy  which  should  be  adopted,  the  memoranda  to  be  con- 
sidered at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  September  13. 
The  Executive  debated  fully  the  various  lines  of  action  open  as 
a  result  of  the  recent  events  in  Parliament,  and  decided  on  the 
policy  which  was  to  be  put  forward  for  consideration  by  the 
medicine-stamp  duty  committee. 

A  document  issued  to  members  of  Parliament  by  the  Pro- 
prietary Association  purporting  to  correct  on  behalf  of  the 
manufacturers  of  proprietary  medicines  alleged  misstatements 
made  to  members  by  chemists  in  the  course  of  the  campaign 
against  the  proposed  repeal  of  medicine-stamp  duty  was  also 
considered,  and  it  was  decided  that  a  further  document  should 
be  issued  to  members  of  the  House  controverting  certain  of 
the  statements  made  by  the  Proprietary  Association,  and  that 
the  attention  of  retail  chemists  should  be  directed  to  the 
apparent  policy  of  the  manufacturer  members  of  the  Proprie- 
tary Association. 

N.H.I.  Matters 

It  was  reported  that  as  a  result  of  representations  made  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  revised  arrangements  for  the  allowance 
of  out-of-pocket  expenses  had  been  agreed.  Under  the 
arrangements,  where  a  chemist  incurred  out-of-pocket  expenses 
in  obtaining  from  a  manufacturer  or  wholesaler,  for  supply 
on  a  N.H.I,  prescription,  a  drug  or  appliance  not  in  the  Drug 
Tariff,  and  not  required  to  be  frequently  .supplied  by  the 
chemist,  payment  of  such  expenses  will  be  made,  if  the  chemist 
submits,  with  the  appropriate  prescription  form,  particulars 
of  and  a  claim  for  repayment  of  expenses,  and  the  Insurance 
Committee  is  satisfied  that  the  expenses  have  been  reasonably 
and  necessarily  incurred. 


The  question  of  the  necessity  for  replacement  of  oxygen  fit- 
tings before  reissue,  after  being  returned  from  hire  for  use  in 
the  administration  of  oxygen  in  infectious  cases,  was  con- 
sidered, and  it  was  decided  that  the  opinion  of  the  B.M.A. 
should  be  sought  as  to  the  possibility  of  reinfection  arising 
from  the  issue  of  disinfected  fittings  which  had  previously  been 
used  by  an  insured  person  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease. 

Advertisements  in  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  " 

It  was  decided  that  representations  should  be  made  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  against  the  inclusion  of  certain  classes 
of  advertisement  in  the  Journal,  on  the  grounds  that  the  ad- 
vertised products  were  not  suitable  for  advertisement  in  the 
official  journal  of  a  professional  body. 

Other  Business 

Other  matters  submitted  included  proposals  for  the  insti- 
tution of  an  employees'  organisation,  a  proposed  co-operative 
marketing  scheme  for  medicinal  products,  and  a  publicity 
scheme  for  private  traders.  Consideration  of  these  matters 
was  deferred  for  further  investigation. 

C.D.A.  Matters 

It  was  reported  that  twelve  claims  against  members  had 
been  notified  since  the  June  meetings  of  the  directors.  Of 
these,  three  had  been  closed  by  settlement  involving  the  follow- 
ing payments :  — Damage  to  clothing  caused  by  bottle  break- 
ing: claim  settled  by  payment  of  £1  5s.  6d.;  damage  to  cloth- 
ing caused  by  acid:  claim  settled  for  15s.;  clothing  damaged 
on  sunblind  arm :  claim  settled  for  los. 

There  had  been  no  developments  in  respect  of  twenty-four  of 
the  claims  which  had  been  left  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary 
for  attention,  and  in  seven  other  cases  negotiations  were  pro- 
ceeding. Two  claims  had  been  disposed  of  by  settlements :  — 
Dermatitis  alleged  to  be  caused  by  shampoo:  claim  settled  by 
payment  of  £62  14s.;  injuries  caused  by  wire  on  sunblind: 
claim  settled  for  ;^i7  17s. 

It  was  reported  that  a  member  had  been  defended  against 
summonses  issued  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  for  failure 
to  keep  records  of  certain  transactions  and  for  failure  to  keep 
the  drugs  in  a  locked  receptacle  ;  and  that  another  member 
had  been  defended  against  three  summonses  for  failure  to 
retain  Schedule  IV  prescriptions.  Legal  advice  had  been  pro- 
vided for  members  during  the  past  month  on  a  wide  variety 
of  subjects. 
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ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Blackburn. — The  following  have  been  appointed  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  of  the  Blackburn  Insurance  Com- 
mittee:— Messrs.  A.  Dobson,  J.  Eyles,  W.  Holt,  J.  E.  Isher- 
wood,  W.  H.  Lightbown,  J.  McMyn,  T.  S.  Nowell  and  R. 
Pickup. 

Coventry. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  re- 
cently the  Medical  Benefit  subcommittee  reported  that  the 
chairman  (Mr.  F.  Fox)  had  commented  on  correspondence 
from  the  Coventry  Pharmaceutical  Committee  requesting  some 
modification  of  the  local  dispensing  scheme  to  enable  an  addi- 
tional number  of  shops  (between  sixteen  and  twenty)  to  close 
at  7.30  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Wednesdays  inclusive  for  an 
experimental  period  extending  to  October  2,  with  the 
prime  object  of  enabling  proprietors  and  assistants  to  take  part 
in  schemes  of  National  Service  training.  He  reported  that  in 
view  of  the  immediate  nature  of  the  request  and  after  review- 
ing the  existing  facilities  of  the  local  scheme,  he  had  indicated 
provisional  consent  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  It  was  resolved 
that  the  action  taken  by  the  chairman  be  endorsed,  and  the 
position  be  reviewed  prior  to  the  end  of  October  next  in  the 
light  of  the  experience  gained  in  this  restriction  of  hours. 

Devon. —  A  local  doctor  under  contract  with  the  Insurance 
Committee  has  been  asked  by  the  medical  benefit  subcom- 
mittee to  give  every  consideration  to  the  legibility  of  his  pre- 
scriptions. It  was  stated  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
recently  that  the  subcommittee  had  spent  a  good  deal  of  time 
trying  to  make  out  what  was  on  one  of  his  prescriptions,  but 
unsuccessfully.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  newly  elected  Devon 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  held  at  Exeter  on  July  25,  Mr.  F.  E. 
Battershill  (Barnstaple)  was  appointed  Chairman  ;  Mr.  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  F.  Southerden,  Secretary.  Messrs. 
W.  A.  Burnage,  M.  T.  Foster  and  P.  F.  Rowsell  were  elected 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Services  Subcommittee,  with  Messrs. 
W.  R.  B.  Arnold,  W.  C.  Bennett  and  G.  A.  Clarke  as  deputies. 

Hertfordshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
the  pharmaceutical  service  subcommittee  reported  that  errors 
had  been  found  in  medicines  dispensed  by  three  chemists  under 
contract  with  the  committee.  In  two  cases  the  subcommittee 
recommended  that  the  chemists  should  be  cautioned,  and  in 
the  third  that  the  chemist  should  be  fined  one  guinea.  One  of 
the  chemists  concerned,  in  a  written  statement,  could  "  only 
apologise  for  what  seems  to  me  now  an  error  which  seems  so 
absurd."  Another  stated  that  his  dispenser  had  read  ten  ounces 
as  eight  ounces.  Figures  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  show 
that  215,726  prescriptions  were  issued,  at  a  total  cost  of  ^^8,007, 
the  average  cost  per  person  being  iid. 

Lancashire. — Lancashire  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
have  called  the  attention  of  the  Insurance  Committee  "  to  the 
unhygienic  position  of  taking  back  used  bottles  "  and  the  risk 
of  the  spread  of  infection  by  this  method.  The  Medical  Benefit 
Committee  recommended  no  further  action  in  the  matter.  The 
total  number  of  prescriptions  issued  in  the  Lancashire  County 
area  during  April  was  331,982,  against  319,085  last  year.  The 
average  cost  per  insured  person  was  3.475d.,  against  3.5id.  the 
previous  April.  Following  an  allegation  that  two  pharmacists 
had  refused  to  take  back  from  insured  persons  the  medical  con- 
tainer, the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee  have  circulated 
chemists,  calling  their  attention  to  the  matter. 

London. — At  the  first  meeting  of  the  newly-elected  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  held  on  July  11,  Mr.  H.  Skinner  (North 
London)  was  appointed  chairman  for  the  third  time,  having 
previously  held  the  office  in  1922  and  1934.  Mr.  H.  R.  Edge- 
combe (South-West  London)  was  appointed  vice-chairman  and 
Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher  was  re-appointed  secretary.  Mr.  W.  A.  Scott 
(North-East  London)  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the 
Committee  in  place  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Thompson,  who  did  not  offer 
himself  for  re-election.  The  chairman  in  referring  to  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  Thompson  through  ill  health,  paid  tribute  to  his 
conspicuous  service  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years  and  said  that  Mr.  Thompson's  retire- 
ment was  a  great  loss  to  the  Committee.  After  other  mem- 
bers had  also  referred  in  eulogistic  terms  to  the  keen  interest 
taken  by  Mr.  Thompson  in  all  phases  of  the  Committee's  work 
the  following  resolution  was  passed:—"  That  the  London  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  do  hereby  express  their  best  thanks  to 


Mr.  James  Atkinson  Thompson  for  the  able  and  courteous  man- 
ner in  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties  as  chairman,  also 
their  high  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by 
him  to  London  chemists  since  the  inception  of  the  Insurance 
Act."  The  report  on  the  checking  of  prescriptions  for  the 
month  of  March,  1939,  was  examined  and  the  margin  of  error 
(-f-o.02  per  cent.)  shows  a  high  standard  of  accuracy  in  pricing. 
The  secretary  reported  inter  aha  particulars  of  certain  irregu- 
larities in  the  service  which  had  been  rectified;  complaints 
against  certain  doctors  who  were  in  the  habit  of  directing  their 
patients  to  a  particular  chemist;  comparative  dispensing  figures 
for  the  period  January  to  April,  1938  and  1939,  showing  that 
the  average  cost  per  insured  person  was  14.34(1.  for  1938  and 
i5.79d.  for  1939.  The  annual  report  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1939,  wa,s  approved  for  circulation  in  due  course  to 
chemists.  The  annual  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  the  County  of  London  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1939,  which  has  recently  been  issued,  shows  that  the  number 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  first  quarter  of  1939  is  the 
highest  for  that  period  of  any  year,  showing  an  average  of 
over  1,000,000  for  each  month.  The  average  cost  per  insured 
person  for  the  period  was  I2.78d.,  against  ii.2od.  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1938  and  io.55d.  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1935-  The  number  of  tests  taken  in  the  London  area  for  the 
year  was  520,  comprising  445  drugs  and  seventy-five  appliances, 
and,  according  to  the  report,  the  results  of  the  testing  scheme 
during  the  past  year  show  that  a  high  degree  of  accuracy  in 
dispensing  has  been  maintained.

The 
cost  per  person  in  1938  was  27.i5d.  and  in  1937,  27.32d. 

Kincardine. — The  number  of  prescriptions  for  insured  per- 
sons in  Kincardine  showed  a  slight  decrease  in  1938,  compared 
with  1937,  although  the  total  value  of  prescriptions  was  prac- 
tically the  same.     The  total  number  of  drug  accounts  was 

11,962  (value  ;£753).  The  average  value  per  prescription  was 
iS.iid. 
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MANY  people  equip  themselves  with  a  new  outfit  of 
toilet  materials — a  new  tooth  brush,  nail  brush,  shav- 
ing brush,  sponge  bag,  face  flannel,  etc. — for  their 
annual  holidays,  and  in  this  business  is  much  opportunity  for 
the  enterprising  chemist.  The  writer  has  worked  several 
seasons  at  difierent  holiday  resorts  and,  judging  from  the  high 
sales  of  these  commodities  during  the  season,  inland  pharma- 
cists do  not  take  proper  advantage  of  this  annual  trek  to  the 
seaside.  A  "  reminder  "  window  will  be  most  useful  in  bring- 
ing in  these  extra  sales.  The  public  must  be  reminded  force- 
fully and  frequently,  or  it  forgets  to  buy  these  goods  until 
arrival  at  the  seaside.  An  excellent  plan  to  adopt  is  to  have 
leaflets  printed  in  the  form  of  a  "  packing  list  ' '  and  to  dis- 
tribute them  freely  to  customers.  The  list  should  contain  not 
only  articles  obtainable  from  a  pharmacy,  but  everything 
likely  to  be  needed  by  a  person  who  is  leaving  home  for  a  week 
or  two,  such  as  pyjamas,  socks,  stockings,  raincoat,  and  so 
forth.  The  value  ol  the  list  to  the  customer  can  be  increased 
by  including  such  advice  as  "  Don't  forget  to  turn  off  the  gas 
and  water  at  the  main."  Items  which  are  obtainable  from  a 
pharmacy  should  be  printed  in  more  prominent  letters.  A 
better  idea  is  to  arrange  the  leaflet  so  that  one  page  is  devoted 
to  women  and  the  other  to  men. 

An  essential  feature  of  a  holiday  window  is  a  large  streamer 
or  banner  which  can  run  across  the  whole  width  of  the  win- 
dow carrying  such  words  as  "  Holidays  Again,"  or  "  Holidays 
Ahoy."  The  north-country  pharmacist  might  prefer  the  words 
"  Wakes  Week."  Another  useful  eye-catcher  would  be  a  large 
card  having  the  words  "Forgotten  anything?"  or  "Have 
you  got  everything  ? ' '  printed  in  bold  lettering  and  having 
underneath  this  a  list  of  holiday  requirements  such  as  camera, 
films,  tooth  brush,  etc.    Almost  everyone  buys  a  new  tooth 


brush  for  their  holiday,  so  these  must  be  prominently  dis- 
played. Making  an  effective  tooth-brush  display  is  not  an  easy 
matter  and,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  displaying  a  dozen  or 
more  different  types  of  tooth  brushes  tends  to  confuse  the 
purchaser.  A  method  which  has  proved  very  successful  is  to 
show  three  or  four  types  with  pattern  or  price  clearly  and 
separately  displayed.  The  average  person  will  choose  one  of 
these  four  without  much  difficulty.  To  construct  the  display 
obtain  four  small  white  curtain  rods,  and  at  intervals  of  one 
inch — leaving  six  inches  at  one  end — knock  in  small  tacks 
or  hooks.  Fix  the  rods  to  the  shelf  by  a  shelf  clip,  and  put  the 
other  end  at  the  front  of  the  window  and  at  an  angle.  A 
ticket,  about  five  inches  square,  should  be  placed  so  as  to 
cover  the  bottom  of  each  rod,  giving  the  price  and  a  short 
description  of  the  brushes  on  each  particular  rod.  The  brushes 
are  then  hung  on  the  small  hooks  with  one  style  of  brush  on 
each  rod.  Tooth  pastes  and  other  goods  can  be  built  up 
behind  them,  as  the  brushes  themselves  do  not  interfere  in 
any  way  with  the  display  of  such  goods. 

A  window  that  catches  the  sun  is  not  the  best  window  in 
which  to  display  bathing  caps  or  sponge  bags.  It  is  wiser  to 
display  just  one  bathing  cap  on  a  model  head,  with  a  small 
card  saying  "  We  have  a  large  variety  of  bathing  caps  at 
prices  from  6d.  to  5s.  iid.  Come  inside  and  see  them."  The 
same  principle  applies  to  sponge  bags  and  rubber  sponges. 
For  the  average  pharmacy  this  style  of  holiday  window  will  be 
found  more  useful  than  the  elaborate  displays  sometimes  sug- 
gested, which  usually  put  very  stringent  limits  on  the  amount 
of  stock  which  can  be  displayed.  The  display  described  is  as 
applicable  to  a  seaside  pharmacy  as  to  an  inland  business,  and 
many  chemists  in  holiday  resorts  will  be  able  to  pull  in  extra 
sales  from  such  a  window.- — Spencer  Wells  (28/7). 


Wages  During  Illness 


THE  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  in  Marrison  v.  Bell 
was  dealt  with  in  the  C.  D.,  1939,  I,  243.  The  effect 
of  the  decision  was  that  unless  an  employee's  contract 
of  service  is  expressly  terminated  by  notice  given  by  the 
employer,  the  employee  is  entitled  to  his  full  wages  during  his 
absence  from  work  owing  to  illness.  In  consequence  of  this 
decision,  employers,  in  order  to  safeguard  themselves,  have 
been  entering  into  express  agreements  with  their  employees, 
limiting  their  liability  for  the  payment  of  wages.  Questions 
have  arisen,  however,  as  to  whether  an  infant  employee  can 
validly  enter  into  such  a  contract,  since  under  the  law  as  it  is 
infants'  contracts  are  hedged  round  by  several  safeguards. 

Such  a  contract  may  fair  into  one  of  three  principal  cate- 
gories. It  may  be  absolutely  void  and  of  no  effect  from  the 
very  beginning.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  valid  unless 
it  is  repudiated  subsequently  by  the  infant.  And  lastly,  it  may 
be  absolutely  binding.  Only  contracts  for  necessaries,  and 
contracts  for  the  benefit  of  the  infant  are  binding  on  him. 
And  such  a  contract  as  we  are  presently  considering  may  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  infant  and  accordingly  valid.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  a  contract,  whereby  an  employer  limits  his  liability 
to  pay  wages  during  illness,  is  not  to  the  benefit  of  the  infant, 
it  can  only  be  voidable  by  him,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
infant  would  be  permitted  to  avoid  his  contract  once  he  had 
taken  substantial  benefits  under  the  contract,  as,  for  example, 
when  he  had  continued  in  the  employment  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time  and  had  been  drawing  wages. 

However,  there  would  appear  to  be  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases  good  reasons  for  holding  that  a  contract  of  service  which 
included  a  term  limiting  the  liability  of  his  employer  for  pay- 
ment of  wages  during  illness  would  be  regarded  as  one,  which 
when  taken  as  a  whole  was  for  the  infant's  benefit,  despite  the 
fact  that  such  a  term  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the  infant. 
If,  of  course,  the  contract  contained  other  terms  which  were 
disadvantageous  to  the  infant,  then  the  court  might  hold  that 
the  term  limiting  the  employer's  liability  was  sufficient  to  turn 
the  scale  and  render  the  contract  one  which  could  not  be  re- 
garded as  for  the  infant's  benefit.  But  otherwise  the  contract 
may  be  regarded  as  valid  notwithstanding  any  such  limitation. 


Thus,  where  an  employee  of  a  railway  company  was,  under 
the  terms  of  his  engagement,  obliged  to  join  an  insurance 
society  comprised  of  employees  of  the  railway,  but  to  the 
funds  of  which  the  railway  itself  contributed,  it  was  held  that 
he  was  bound  by  a  rule  of  the  society  whereby  he  would,  in 
the  event  of  an  accident,  receive  less  compensation  than  that 
which  might  be  recovered  under  the  Employers'  Liability 
Act.  The  court  considered  that  the  contract  of  service  taken 
as  a  whole  was  to  the  infant's  benefit,  notwithstanding  that 
such  a  disadvantageous  term  was  in  the  contract. 

From  the  authority  of  this  decision,  therefore,  it  may  cer- 
tainly be  argued  that  a  service  contract  with  an  infant  may 
in  fact  be  to  his  benefit,  notwithstanding  that  the  employer 
limits  his  liability  for  the  payment  of  wages  during  the  em- 
ployee's illness.  It  would  be  advisable,  however,  for  an  em- 
ployer, in  the  case  of  employees  already  in  his  service,  to 
terminate  the  contract  of  service  formally,  and  then  to  re- 
engage the  employee  under  a  service  contract  which  would  con- 
tain a  clause  limiting  the  employer's  liability  for  the  payment 
of  wages  during  illness.  This  course  would  certainly  be  desir- 
able in  the  case  of  infant  employees,  for  if  an  infant  who  is 
already  an  employee  is  made  to  enter  into  a  separate  and  inde- 
pendent agreement  as  to  limitation  of  liability  for  payment 
of  wages,  it  may  be  said  that  that  contract,  which  had  to  be 
regarded  by  itself,  was  bad,  as  being  clearly  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  the  infant,  who  already  was  in  enjoyment  of  an  exist- 
ing service  contract.  Therefore,  in  such  a  case  it  would  be 
certainly  wiser  to  terminate  the  employment  in  the  first  place 
and  then  to  re-engage  the  employee. 

Another  important  decision  given  since  the  decision  in 
Marrison  v.  Bell  is  that  while  an  employee  may  limit 
his  rights  to  wages  during  illness  by  an  express  or  an 
implied  agreement,  yet  any  such  implied  agreement  cannot  be 
established  by  the  employer  merely  by  the  fact  that  the  em- 
ployer, at  some  time  prior  to  the  contract  of  employment,  had 
posted  up  a  notice,  since  become  illegible,  limiting  his  liability, 
nor  by  the  fact  that  on  past  occasions  when  the  employee  had 
been  ill  the  employee  had  without  objection  received  only  part 
of  his  wages  or  no  wages  at  all  in  respect  of  the  period  of  his 
absence  from  work  owing  to  illness.

Analysts'  Reports 


Birmingham 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1,541  samples  were  suD- 
mitted  by  food  and  drug  sampling  officers  to  the  City  of  Birm- 
ingham Analyst.  Of  these,  sixty-six  were  bought  formally  and 
1,475  informally.  The  total  number  of  drugs  analysed  was 
167,  of  which  four  were  found  to  be  incorrect.  In  one  of  these, 
precipitated  sulphur  had  been  supplied  in  place  of  flowers  of 
sulphur,  but  no  action  was  taken.  The  other  three  were 
samples  of  formalin  tablets,  all  deficient  in  paraformaldehyde. 
According  to  the  B.P.C.  each  tablet  should  contain  9.7  mgm. 
of  paraformaldehyde  together  with  citric  acid,  menthol,  and  a 
little  oil  of  lemon.  One  sample  consisted  of  three  different 
kinds  of  tablet — about  twenty  large  tablets  which  contained 
no  formalin,  three  small  opaque  tablets  which  also  contained 
no  formalin,  and  three  small  translucent  tablets  which  con- 
tain 4  mgm.  each  of  paraformaldehyde.  The  vendor,  on  being 
approached,  stated  that  she  was  aware  that  there  were  three 
different  kinds,  but  that  she  had  bought  them  in  good  faith 
from  a  reputable  firm.  She  wrote  to  the  firm  in  question,  who 
replied  that  the  tablets  they  supplied  were  not  of  B.P.C. 
strength  but  were  made  to  their  own  formula  and  should  have 
contained  4.7  mgm.  of  paraformaldehyde  per  tablet.  They 
regretted  that  the  composition  of  the  tablets  sold  was  incorrect 
and  intimated  their  intention  of  making  all  their  tablets  in 
future  to  the  B.P.C.  standard.  Another  sample  contained 
only  4  mgm.  per  tablet  of  paraformaldehyde.  The  vendor 
stated  that  he  had  just  bought  the  business  with  the  stock  in 
hand.  The  tablets,  bought  by  his  predecessor,  were  from  a 
good  firm.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  wholesale  dealer, 
who  collected  the  whole  stock  and  destroyed  it.  A  third 
sample  contained  only  2  mgm.  per  tablet  of  the  drug.  The 
firm  concerned  wrote  to  their  wholesale  dealers  and  forwarded 
a  sample  of  their  stock.  The  latter  replied  that  while  there 
was  a  deficiency  of  formalin,  the  tablets  sent  to  them  were  a 
mixed  lot,  some  of  which  were  not  of  their  manufacture.  They 
also  alleged  that  it  was  difficult  to  guarantee  that  the  full 
amount  of  formalin  would  be  retained  over  a  prolonged  period 
unless  the  tablets  were  stored  away  from  warmth  and  in 
completely  airtight  containers.  The  suppliers  advised  all  their 
branches  to  order  and  to  carry  very  small  stocks  and  to 
exercise  special  care  in  storage. 

Lancashire 

The  annual  report  of  the  Lancashire  County  Analyst  for  1938 
shows  that  during  the  year  a  total  of  5,517  samples  were 
examined,  of  which  3,304  were  taken  formally  and  1,853  in- 
formally.   Among  the  drugs  examined  were  the  following:  — 

Magnesia. — A  sample  of  magnesia,  when  ignited,  showed  a 
loss  of  12  per  cent.  (B.P.  limit  for  loss  on  ignition,  not  more 
than  5  per  cent.).  It  is  likely  that  this  was  a  case  where  the 
.cample  as  originally  packed  was  genuine  magnesium  oxide,  but 
that  it  had  absorbed  carbon  dioxide  during  storage,  as  it  was 
contained  in  a  cardboard  carton,  and  experience  has  shown 
that  storage  under  these  conditions  is  not  sufficient  to  prevent 
what  might  be  called  deterioration  or  the  absorption  of  carbon 
dioxide  from  the  atmosphere.  Magnesia  should  be  stored  in  a 
receptacle  made  of  impervious  material.  The  vendor  of  the 
sample  was  cautioned. 

Paregoric. — On  a  demand  for  paregoric,  a  sampling  officer 
was  supplied  with  a  powder,  which,  on  examination,  was  shown 
to  consist  of  orris  root.  There  was  no  adequate  eixplanation 
forthcoming  how  the  vendor  came  to  supply  orris  root  in  place 
of  paregoric. 

Phosphortsed  quinine  tablets. — These  consisted  of  discs 
with  a  gelatin  basis,  containing  in  each  tablet  1/20  grain 
of  quinine  sulphate  and  phosphate  equivalent  to  2.7  minims 
of  the  dilute  phosphoric  acid.  The  sale  of  these  talalets  was 
regarded  as  fraudulent,  because,  in  order  that  a  minimum 
B.P.  dose  of  quinine  sulphate  should  be  administered,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  take  twenty  tablets.  The  amount  of 
quinine  in  the  tablets  might  almost  be  described  as  a  flavour- 
ing only.  There  is,  however,  no  standard  fixed  for  the 
amxjunts  of  quinine  and  phosphoric  acid  in  phosphorised 
quinine  tablets,  and,  no  doubt,  in  a  case  of  prosecution  the 
defence  would  be  that  they  contained  the  above  ingredients 
and  there  was  no  claim  as  to  the  amount  in  which  they  were 
present.    The  article  was  reluctantly  passed  as  genuine. 


Seidlitz  powder. — The  contents  of  the  four  blue  packets 
contained  in  one  sample  were  in  every  case  deficient  in  weight 
and  the  average  weight  of  one  packet  was  5.2  per  cent,  less 
than  the  standard  given  in  the  B.P.  The  blue  packet  of 
another  sample  was  2  per  cent,  and  the  white  packet  8  per 
cent,  in  weight  in  excess  of  the  requirements.  Later  samples 
prepared  by  the  same  wholesale  firm  were  found  to  be  correct. 

Zinc  ointment. — Ihree  samples  of  zinc  ointment  out  of  a 
total  of  nine  examined  during  the  year  proved  to  be  deficient 
in  zinc  oxide.  One  sample  taken  informally  was  deficient  to 
the  extent  of  20  per  cent.;  and  a  formal  sample,  purchased 
from  the  same  vendor,  was  deficient  18  per  cent,  of  zinc 
oxide.  It  was  decided  that  the  vendor  should  be  cautioned. 
Another  aample  was  contained  in  a  tin  bearing  a  label  on 
which  were  the  words:  "Finest  B.P.  Quality,"  and  was 
deficient  10  per  cent,  of  zinc  oxide.  It  was  recommended 
that  the  vendor's  attention  should  be  called  to  the  deficiency. 

Salford 

According  to  the  annual  report  for  1938  of  the  City  of  Salford 
Analyst,  4,477  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis,  of  which 
1,284  were  Food  and  Drugs  Act  samples  and  ten  were 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  samples.  Among  the  drugs 
examined  were  the  following :  — • 

Glauber's  salt. — One  sample  was  found  to  consist  of 
exsiccated  Glauber's  salt,  and  it  also  contained  traces  of 
chloride  in  excess  of  the  B.P.C.  limit.  A  letter  embodying  the 
analytical  results  and  a  request  that  greater  care  be  exercised 
in  future  was  sent  to  the  vendor  of  the  sample. 

Iodine  paint  (methylated). — This  was  found  to  contain 
1.4  per  cent,  of  iodine.  The  Factory  and  Workshops  First  Aid 
Order  stipulates  that  a  solution  containing  at  least  2.0  per 
cent,  of  iodine  in  alcohol  shall  be  provided.  On  this  basis  the 
sample  was  deficient  of  30  per  cent,  of  iodine.  The  manu- 
facturers have  been  interviewed  and  at  first  were  at  some  loss 
to  account  for  the  deficiency,  but  it  transpired  that  inaccurate 
measurement  and  loss  due  to  heating  were  responsible  for  the 
low  iodine  content. 

Stainless  iodine  ointment. — An  informal  sample  was  found 
to  contain  2.45  per  cent,  of  total  iodine,  while  a  formal  sample 
contained  2.1  per  cent.  The  only  recognised  formularies,  in 
which  this  substance  is  mentioned,  are  the  B.P.C.  and  the 
N.H.I.  Formulary,  both  of  which  stipulate  that  5  per  cent, 
of  iodine  shall  be  used  in  its  preparation.  On  these  standards 
the  samples  in  question  were  therefore  deficient  of  51  per  cent, 
and  58  per  cent,  of  iodine  respectively.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  against  the  vendor  and  manufacturers  of  the  formal 
sample,  the  retailer  being  fined  los.  and  the  manufacturers 
20s.  and  £z  12s.  6d.  costs. 

Glycerin. — This  sample  consisted  of  two  prepacked  bottles 
of  glycerin,  one  of  which  had  a  slight  yellow  colour  and  was 
therefore  analysed  separately.  Its  specific  gravity  at  15.5°  C. 
was  1.246  and  its  refractive  index  at  20°  C.  was  1.4565.  These 
figures  are  outside  the  B.P.  range  and  only  correspond  to  a 
glycerin  of  92  per  cent,  strength,  instead  of  at  least  9b  pev 
cent.  The  other  bottle  was  genuine.  The  packers  were  com- 
municated with,  and  they  stated  that  this  particular  stock 
had  been  dispatched  from  the  works  over  a  year  ago,  and  they 
considered  any  deterioration  might  be  due  to  inefficient  sealing 
of  the  bottles.    They  agreed  to  replace  the  shopkeeper's  stock. 

Boric  ointment. — ^Two  samples  labelled  B.P.  contained 
12.2  per  cent,  and  12.5  per  cent,  of  boric  acid  against  the 
B.P.  standard  of  10  per  cent.,  corresponding  to  excesses  of 
22  per  cent,  and  25  per  cent,  respectively.  The  firm  concerned 
was  accordingly  communicated  with,  and  in  reply  agreed  to 
exercise  more  supervision  in  future. 

Glycerin  of  borax. — This  sample,  purchased  from  a  phar- 
macist, was  found  on  analysis  to  contain  15.5  per  cent,  of 
phenol  in  glycerin.  Glycerin  of  phenol  B.P.  contains  16  per 
cent,  of  phenol,  and  this  substance  had  apparently  been  sup- 
plied in  error  for  glycerin  of  borax  by  the  shop  assistant.  As 
the  sample  was  purchased  about  a  month  before  it  was 
analysed  and  in  the  meantime  the  purchaser  visited  the  shop 
to  complain,  a  further  sample  taken  by  the  sampling  officer 
was  found  to  be  genuine.  It  is  emphasised  in  the  report  that 
where  a  person  wishes  the  analyst  to  investigate  a  complaint 
he  should  notify  the  latter  as  soon  as  possible  and  should  not 
warn  the  vendor  of  his  intention  to  take  this  step.  :

Singha  asthma  tablets. — The  Dr.  Singha  Co.,  Ltd.,  Caer- 
narvon, draw  attention  to  their  asthma  tablets  elsewhere  in 
this  issue.  This  preparation,  which  is  obtainable  through  the 
usual  wholesale  channels,  is  protected  by  the  scheme  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. 

Five-day  week. — Irving's  Yeast-Vite,  Ltd.,  Watford,  in- 
form us  that,  in  common  with  other  companies  comprising  the 
Beecham  Group,  they  are  adopting  the  five-day  week  from 
August  I,  and  as  a  consequence  their  offices  and  factory  there- 
after will  be  closed  each  Friday  evening  until  the  following 
Monday  morning. 

Eustace  Miles  soups. — Eustace  Miles  Foods  Co.,  Albion 
Food  Mills,  Kingsbury,  London,  N.W.g,  announce  their  inten- 
tion to  standardise  their  pack  of  Eustace  Miles  soups  and  that 
in  place  of  the  two  sizes  hitherto  available  one  intermediate 
between  the  two  will  be  supplied.  This  alteration  will  come 
into  force  from  September  i. 

The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Graham  Street,  City 
Road,  London,  N.i,  has  just  issued  the  fourth  publication  on 
the  subject  of  "  B.D.H.  Preparations  of  the  Sex  Hormones."

— Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Green- 
ford,  Middleseix,  point  out  that  the  Government  advises  every 
household  to  store  dried  milk  against  possible  emergency. 
Ostermilk  No.  2  is  claimed  to  be  of  particular  importance  in 
view  of  this  recommendation,  and  Messrs.  Glaxo  have  pre- 
pared a  special  leaflet  for  the  use  of  chemists.  Copies  of  it 
may  be  obtained  on  application. — Under  the  name  Solantoin 
the  company  have  recently  introduced  sodium  diphenylhydan- 
toinate  in  the  form  of  tablets.  These  are  packed  in  bottles  of 
25,  100  and  500.

The  subject-matter  is  dealt  with 
in  such  a  way  that  it  becomes  interesting  reading,  and  with 
the  excellent  range  of  problems  included  the  book  becomes 
a  valuable  aid  to  the  usual  course  of  theoretical  and  practical 
study  and  should  give  the  reader  a  clear  understanding  of 
general  principles.  The  twelve  chapters  deal  respectively  with 
proljlems  relating  to  the  gas  laws  and  solubility  of  gases  ; 
vapour  density  and  molecular  weights  of  gases  ;  volumetric 
composition  of  gases  and  gas  analysis  ;  equivalent  and  atomic 
weights  ;  gravimetric  analysis  ;  volumetric  analysis  ;  organic 
analysis  ;  molecular  weights  in  solutions  ;  thermochemistry  ; 
law  of  mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium  ;  electrolysis  and 
electrolytic  dissociation;  and  equilibrium  in  solutions  of  elec- 
trolytes, with  a  useful  appendix  and  answers  to  the  wide 
range  of  problems  given  with  each  chapter.  The  attention 
given  to  physical  chemistry  is  a  special  feature  of  the  book, 
which  is  in  every  way  comprehensive  and  should  be  invaluable 
to  the  student  taking  a  course  in  chemistry  in  relation  to  any 
scientific  training.]

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The  Licence  to  Sell  Stamped  Medicines 

In  recent  discussions  on  the  medicine  stamp  duties  and 
the  stamped  medicines  hcence,  many  chemists  have 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  the  latter  should  be 
greatly  increased.  At  first  sight  this  procedure  would  seem 
to  have  much  to  commend  it,  but  if  the  problems  involved 
are  examined  more  closely  it  will  be  found  that  there  are  a 
number  of  good  reasons  for  total  abolition  of  the  licence. 

The  licence  to  sell  nostrums  or  proprietary  medicines 
originated  in  1783  when  the  Exchequer  was  in  desperate 
straits  financially.  Its  admitted  object  was  to  tax  secret 
remedies  prepared  and  sold  by  persons  not  properly  educated 
in  medicine  or  pharmacy.  In  the  words  of  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  (Lord  John  Cavendish)  :  "  Quack 
medicines,  I  think,  are  very  proper  objects  of  taxation,  and 
I  believe  the  House  will  be  surprised  at  the  sum  which  I 
have  good  grounds  for  thinking  such  a  tax  on  them  will 
produce.  First,  I  shall  require  all  persons  who  sell  medicines 
and  who  were  not  regularly  bred  to  the  profession  of 
doctors,  etc.,  to  take  out  a  licence,  and  this  being  done  there 
will  be  a  duty  of  8  per  cent,  laid  on  the  medicine,  which, 
I  believe,  will  produce  annually  ;^i5,ooo."  Persons 
exempted  from  such  licensing  were  those  who  had  served 
"  a  regular  apprenticeship  to  a  surgeon,  apothecary,  druggist 
or  chemist." 

Thus  the  State  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago 
authorised  unqualified  persons  to  do  what  is  perpetuated  in  the 
5s.  "  Stamped  Medicines  Licence  "  of  to-day,  viz.:  "  to  utter, 
vend,  or  expose  to  sale  and  keep  ready  for  sale  any  medicines 
or  medicinal  preparations  or  compositions  chargeable  with 
Excise  duty."  Such  right  to  sell  is  set  out  with  brutal 
frankness  on  the  back  of  the  licence  and  is  restricted  to 
"  medicines  or  medicaments  .  .  .  wherein  the  person 
making,  preparing,  uttering,  vending  or  exposing  the  same, 
hath  or  claims  to  have  any  occult  secret  or  art  for  making 
or  preparing  the  same,  or  hath  or  claims  to  have  any 
exclusive  right  or  title  for  making  and  preparing  the  same." 


The  exploitation  of  the  pubhc  by  the  maker  of  a  quack 
remedy  is  therefore  recognised  and  condoned  by  law,  and 
this  acknowledged  evil  grows  in  accordance  with  the  ever 
increasing  means  of  publicity.  Thus  any  endeavour  to 
enforce  a  standard  in  Press  advertising  may  be  defeated  by 
plausible  claims  broadcast  by  overseas  radio  stations. 
Modern  methods  of  intensive  publicity  constitute  a  menace 
to  public  health  which  can  only  be  checked  by  the  abolition 
of  the  licence  to  sell  medicines  made,  recommended  or 
exposed  for  sale  by  unqualified  persons.  The  proper  applica- 
tion of  drug  control  is  impossible  so  long  as  the  stamped 
medicine  hcence  perpetuates  the  right  to  market  spurious 
and  dubious  remedies  and  permits  the  sale  of  proprietary 
medicines  which  are  the  subject  of  exaggerated  claims. 

The  licence  to  sell  "quack"  medicines  provides  the  one  gap 
in  the  wall  of  drug  control  which  can  be  closed  by  acceptance 
of  the  proposal  by  the  present  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 
Such  repeal  in  the  Finance  Act  would  remove  the  protection 
accorded  by  the  stamped  medicine  licence  which  enables 
unqualified  vendors  to  trade  in  drugs  without  a  qualification. 
Obviously,  if  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retail  sale  of  drugs 
entails  not  only  poisonous  but  non-poisonous  remedies  being 
sold  under  the  direct  and  personal  supervision  of  a  qualified 
pharmacist,  the  removal  of  the  right  embodied  in  the 
stamped  medicine  licence  should  have  the  effect  of  making 
it  unlawful  for  unqualified  vendors  to  carry  on  any  such 
business  as  they  would  then  purport  to  possess  a  qualification 
which  in  fact  they  do  not  possess.  At  present  the  licence 
provides  a  protection  for  selling  remedies  of  which  the 
composition  is  unknown  and  may  be  worthless.  The  purpose 
of  pharmaceutical  endeavour  must  be  directed  towards  the 
abolition  of  the  licence  on  the  ground  that  its  continuance  is 
contrary  to  public  welfare. 

Various  proposals  prevalent  at  present  as  regards 
amending  the  law  relating  to  proprietary  medicines  are 
foredoomed  to  failure.  For  example,  publication  of  formula 
has  proved  in  practice  not  the  slightest  deterrent  to  the 
purchase  by  the  public  of  patent  medicines  which  it  was 
supposed  would  lose  their  sales  value  when  no  longer 
secret  remedies.  The  only  effect  of  disclosure  of  formula 
on  branded  proprietary  medicines  has  been  to  stimulate 
the  production  of  cheap  imitations.  The  scheme  to  establish 
a  list  of  "  approved  "  proprietary  remedies  has  been 
abandoned  for  financial  reasons  by  the  British  Medical 
Association  as  announced  at  its  meeting  in  Aberdeen  on 
July  24.  This  is  all  to  the  benefit  of  pharmacy,  for  two 
reasons  :  (i)  It  would  have  associated  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  with  trade  matters  to  the  detriment  of  its  status 
as  an  unbiased  authority  as  regards  drug  control  ;  (2) 
the  ultimate  effect  of  such  a  "  white  "  list  would  be  its  use 
in  pubhcity  campaigns  as  proof  of  the  therapeutic  value 
of  secret  remedies  without  any  guarantee  of  statutory  control. 
Finally,  the  suggestion  to  impose  a  high  fee  for  the 
stamped  medicine  licence  would  defeat  the  very  object  for 
which  it  is  intended  as  the  licensee  could  claim  still  greater 
rights  to  sell  and  recommend  secret  remedies  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatsoever  by  virtue  of  the  price  paid  for  such 
privilege. 

The  only  sound  policy  is  to  adopt  the  proposal  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  for  repeal  of  the  existing 
Medicine  Stamps  Acts  and  to  conjoin  this  with  a  tax  on 
"  monopoly  "  medicines  with  the  proviso  that  such 
proprietary  remedies  are  to  be  subject  to  the  same  restric- 
tions as  are  applicable  to  drugs  and  medicines  in  general. 
The  great  advantage  of  such  procedure  is  that  the  existing 
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statutes  should  suffice  so  long  as  the  necessary  provisions 
are  incorporated  in  the  Finance  Act  abolishing  the  present 
tax  and  imposing  a  rational  stamp  duty  on  proprietary 
medicines. 

Santonin  Convention 

During  the  closing  months  of  last  year  and  the  first  four 
months  of  this  year  the  Convention  scale  of  prices  for 
santonin  was  nominal  so  far  as  business  was  concerned. 
Material  was  being  freely  offered  here  at  substantially 
lower  figures,  and  it  became  evident  that  the  members  of 
the  Convention  had  thrown  overboard  their  agreed  prices 
and  were  "  meeting  the  competition."  The  competition 
was,  of  course,  due  to  offers  which  came  through  from  the 
Continent  and  the  East.  With  only  three  main  sources  of 
supply,  who  were  all  in  the  Convention,  it  was  only  possible 
to  surmise  how  these  cheap  outside  parcels  came  on  the 
market.  They  were,  however,  of  sufficient  importance  to 
make  the  operation  of  Convention  values  largely  ineffective. 
The  lowest  actual  sales  prices  for  bulk  quantities  was  about 
los.  per  kilog.,  in  bond.  During  June  there  was  a  steadier 
tone  noted  and  prices  began  to  harden.  In  early  July  there 
were  rumours  of  negotiations  to  re-form  the  Convention 
and  spot  holders  were  asking  £c)  los.  to  ;^io  los.  per  kilog. 
in  bond.  Towards  the  end  of  the  month,  on  the  unofficial 
news  that  a  tentative  agreement  had  been  reached  by  the 
first-hand  sources  of  supply,  spot  values  jumped  up  sharply 
to  ;^i5  to  £ib  per  kilog.  and  finally  sellers  became  reserved 
at  about  ;^i8  los.  per  kilog.  duty  paid.  At  this  time  it  was 
suggested  that  the  minimum  price  for  bulk  quantities 
from  the  Convention  would  be  8o  dollars  per  kilog.  Last 
week  the  news,  exclusively  published  in  the  C.  &■  D.,  gave 
the  first  official  details  of  the  new  agreement,  with  prices 
ranging  from  So  to  88  dollars  per  kilog.,  according  to 
quantity,  ex  stock,  Stockholm,  and  that  a  company  had 
been  formed  in  that  city  for  the  purpose  of  controlling 
world  sales. 

The  negotiations  which  resulted  in  this  new  agreement 
were  protracted.  It  is  understood  that  the  Russian, 
German  and  English  interests  are  the  contracting  parties. 
The  name  of  the  Stockholm  controlling  company  is  : 
Farmaceutisck  A-B.  Santonin,  Wahrendorffsgatan  6,  Stock- 
holm, Sweden,  with  the  telegraphic  address  "  Santofarm." 
The  "  pool  "  company  will,  it  is  understood,  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  German  and  British  companies,  who  have 
appointed  to  manage  the  company  their  respective 
Stockholm  agents  and  the  Swedish  firm  of  lawyers,  Messrs. 
G.  Gronberg,  Advokatsbyro.  The  selection  of  Stockholm 
as  the  sales  centre  has  no  political  significance.  For  the 
time  being,  at  least,  supplies  will  not  be  available  from 
London  stocks  or  elsewhere  other  than  Stockholm,  although 
orders  may  be  placed  with  either  of  the  convention  firms 
instead  of  being  sent  direct  to  Stockholm. 

During  the  post-war  years  several  attempts  have  been 
made  to  control  sales  and  prices  of  this  important 
commodity,  but  they  have  all  met  with  failure  due  to 
leakage  resulting  in  "  outside  "  competition.  With  the 
formation  of  this  "  pool,"  which,  it  appears,  will  be  worked 
on  the  quota  system,  the  old  problem  of  leakage  of  supplies 
may  not  arise.  Details  of  the  agreement  in  this  respect 
have  not  been  divulged,  but  there  is  littia  doubt  that,  in 
any  quota  arrangement,  the  Russian  material  would 
probably  receive  a  somewhat  preponderating  percentage. 
With  the  quantity  of  santonin  available  from  second-hands 
of  small  account  it  does  seem  that  the  Convention  may 


this  time  function  successfully,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that,  at  the  onset  at  least,  London  will  no  longer  be  the 
world-centre  for  sales.  The  new  conditions  of  sale,  as  we 
understand  them,  appear  to  have  been  based  on  safeguarding 
the  entity  of  the  Convention  rather  than  catering  for  the 
convenience  of  consumers.  A  report  was  published  last  week 
(not  in  the  C.  6-  D.)  to  the  effect  that  it  was  rumoured 
the  British  Government  had  purchased  2,000  kilogs.  of 
santonin.  Inquiry  has  failed  entirely  to  confirm  this 
suggestion. 

Public  Pharmacists'  Titles 

A  REPORT  of  Middlesex  County  Council  proceedings  on  p.  148 
of  this  issue  shows  that  the  Council  has  decided  to  substi- 
tute the  title  ' '  pharmacist  ' '  for  the  former  title  ' '  dispenser 
in  certain  regulations  where  it  occurs.  It  will  be  seen  that  a 
letter  suggesting  the  change  has  been  sent  to  the  public  health 
cominittee  of  the  Council  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
letter  states :  ' '  The  title  '  dispenser  '  is  not  restricted  by  law 
to  qualified  persons  and  can  be,  and  in  fact  is,  used  by  unquali- 
fied persons  "  ;  and,  in  a  later  sentence,  "  The  term  '  dis- 
penser '  is  one  that  has  a  much  more  limited  connotation  than 
that  of  '  pharmacist  '  .  .  ."  These  statements,  though  incon- 
sistent in  one  aspect,  have  been  considered  favourably  by  the 
committee,  which  in  its  report  to  the  Council  points  out  that 
"  the  term  '  pharmacist  '  cannot  legally  be  used  by  persons 
who  only  hold  a  university  degree  in  pharmacy."  As  a  result 
of  the  change  in  the  Council's  designation  of  these  members  of 
its  staff,  university  degrees  in  pharmacy  are  to  be  no  longer 
recognised  in  this  connexion.  Ihis  point  is  of  interest  largely 
because  of  the  small  gap  that  separates  a  bachelor  of  phar- 
macy from  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  regulations  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  provide  that  anyone  who  has  passed  the 
Final  examination  for  the  London  University  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Pharmacy  or  its  equivalent  under  approved  conditions  needs 
only  to  take  forensic  pharmacy,  with  payment  of  fees  and  so 
forth,  in  order  to  qualify  for  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  At  first  sight  it  may  seem  anomalous  that  a  chemist 
and  druggist  can  hold  a  position  in  public  dispensing  from 
which  a  bachelor  of  pharmacy  is  excluded  ;  but  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  forensic  pharmacy  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Poisons  Rules,  it  seems  wise  for  a  public  authority  to  decide 
that  the  manufacture  and  dispensing  of  all  medicinal  products 
shall  be  carried  out  by  pharmacists. 

Emergency  Medical  Service 

A  MEMORANDUM  issued  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  sets  forth 
the  terms  of  service  under  which  medical  practitioners  will  be 
employed  on  emergency  work  in  time  of  war  under  a  scheme 
which  has  been  agreed  upon  between  the  Minister  of  Health,  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  and  the  Central  Emergency 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association.  There  will  be 
two  classes  of  service — whole-time  hospital  service  and  hospital 
service  on  a  "  sessional  "  basis  in  each  medical  man's  own  hos- 
pital area  "  according  to  the  needs  of  tlie  moment."  Liability 
to  serve  for  three  years  in  an  emergency  is  a  condition  of  the 
undertaking  ;  it  is  not  stated,  however,  whether  the  three-year 
period  begins  at  the  moment  of  joining  the  scheme  or  on  the 
occurrence  of  the  emergency.  Medical  men  so  employed  will 
wear  a  badge  or  other  distinctive  emblem.  The  scale  of  salaries 
appears  to  be,  on  a  first  reading,  a  generous  one,  and  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  practice  of  a 
doctor  who  elects  to  give  whole-time  hospital  service.  The 
chief  interest  of  this  memorandum  for  pharmacists  lies  in  the 
comparison  it  inevitably  invites  with  the  lack  of  recognition 
hitherto  accorded  to  pharmaceutical  service  in  hospitals  and 
elsewhere.  When  the  national  register  of  pharmacists  (now 
under  compilation,  it  is  understood)  has  been  completed,  will 
the  possible  need  for  additional  work  in  hospitals  by  nationally 
registered  people  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  respon- 
sible authorities?  That  there  will  be,  in  an  emergency  of  the 
kind  contemplated,  such  need  is  not  doubtful.  The  skilled 
preparation  of  solutions  of  the  various  kinds  required  in  modern 
hospital  practice  is  work  not  lightly  to  be  undertaken  by  those 
unaccustomed  to  it,  however  unimpeachable  their  qualifications 
for  other  duties  may  be.

Branch  Representatives'  Meetings 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  July  29,  p.  120) 


"  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  " 

Mr.  C.  S.  Challinor  (Leeds  and  District)  moved:; — 
"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  '  The  Phar- 
maceutical Journal  '  should  not  accept  advertisements  from 
those  who  offer  such  goods  for  sale  through  other  than  the 
usual  accredited  channels." 

Mr.  Challinor  said  the  Journal  was  theirs.  The  Council 
should  accept  the  wishes  of  the  members  and  give  instructions 
that  advertisements  should  not  be  received  from  particular 
persons.  The  effect  of  this  resolution  would  be  that  ii  per 
cent,  of  the  advertisements  in  the  Journal  would  be  deleted, 
but  the  position  would  soon  arise  that  to  have  an  advertise- 
ment in  the  Journal  was  in  effect  a  certificate  of  merit. 

Mr.  T.  Shooter  (Leeds)  formally  seconded  the  motion. 

A  Stockport  representative  said  the  remedy  was  in  their 
own  hands.  They  were  not  compelled  to  purchase  the  pro- 
ducts advertised  in  the  Journal. 

The  Chairman  said  that  if  it  was  t'  i  policy  of  certain 
firms  to  conduct  their  businesses  in  a  Terrain  way  he  did 
not  see  that  the  exclusion  of  advertisements  from  the  Journal 
would  make  a  difference.  The  reader  himself  was  able  to  dis- 
criminate, and  for  that  reason  some  advertisements  in  the 
Journal  would  not  have  any  real  effect.  They  should  remem- 
ber that  refusal  to  publish  an  advertisement  affected  the  Jour- 
nal financially  and  also  pharmacists  might  lose  information 
about  new  prices,  etc.  Another  point  was  that  to  discourage 
makers  of  proprietary  medicines  from  developing  distribution 
among  chemists  was  to  encourage  them  to  distribute  their 
products  through  other  sources.  If  an  advertiser  followed  a 
selling  policy  hostile  to  chemists,  there  were  ways  of  giving 
publicity  to  that  fact. 

Mr.  Challinor,  in  reply,  said  that  the  Journal  could  not 
be  in  one  breath  the  official  organ  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  in  another  breath  a  business  organ. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Hobson  (Sheffield  and  District)  moved:  — 
"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  more  space 
should  be  devoted  in  '  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  '  to  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  i.e.,  the  retail  phar- 
macists." 

Mr.  Hobson  said  that  many  of  the  reports  of  the  activities 
of  the  Sheffield  Branch  sent  to  the  Journal  were  either  omitted 
or  cut  down  to  such  an  extent  as  to  lack  all  interest.  They 
considered  that  more  space  should  be  given  to  the  activities 
of  the  branches  and  less  to  advertisements  of  certain  types. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Crowe  (Sheffield)  formally  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  R.  Macdonald  Murray  (Tees-side)  said  that  many 
members  objected  very  strongly  to  the  methods  which  had 
been  adopted  for  collecting  funds  for  the  new  buDding.  He 
had  sent  letters  to  the  Journal  which  had  not  been  published. 
If  they  had  their  views  expressed  in  the  Journal  they  might 
stirnulate  a  healthy  discussion  and  a  great  deal  more  contri- 
butions would  be  received. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hughes  (Anglesey)  suggested  that  reports  should 
appear  weekly  in  the  Journal  dealing  sectionally  with  pharmacy 
and  its  problems.  Districts  should  be  singled  out  and  a  dis- 
creet survey  made  by  the  editor  or  a  member  of  his  staff  on 
the  particular  problems  in  the  various  areas. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  editor  of  the  Journal  was  always 
prepared  to  welcome  suggestions,  but  he  had  explained  some 
of  the  difficulties  of  his  position  to  the  branch  secretaries. 
They  had  recently  had  surveys  on  vitamins  and  also  on  hor- 
mones. Those  articles  had  been  published  in  book  form.  There 
were  subjects  relating  to  progress  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy 
which  were  of  interest  to  many,  and  he  hoped  the  meeting 
would  not  pass  any  resolution  which  would  hamper  the  editor. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Kirman  (Sheffield  and  District)  moved:  — 
"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  advertise- 
ments which  state  '  please  state  salary  '  should  not  be  accepted 
for  publication  in  '  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal.'  " 

Mr.  Kirman  said  that  the  object  was  to  bring  the  Society 
as  a  professional  organisation  into  line  with  other  similar 
organisations. 


Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (Sheffield)  seconded  the  motion.  He 
said  that  it  was  the  younger  element  in  Sheffield  that  had  put 
it  forward.    They  felt  that  such  a  request  should  not  be  made. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Stuttard  (Blackpool)  proposed  as  an  amend- 
ment :  — 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  all  adver- 
tisements in  '  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  '  Supplement,  relat- 
ing to  situations  vacant  for  qualified  pharmacists,  should  be 
refused  unless  the  salary,  in  figures,  is  stated." 

Mr.  Stuttard  said  that  it  was  unfair  to  put  notices  in  the 
Journal  Supplement  asking  applicants  to  state  the  salary- 
required.  It  was  obvious  that  the  employer  could  then  select 
the  applicant  asking  the  lowest  salary. 

Mr.  T.  a.  Durkin  (Blackpool)  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (Chester)  pointed  out  that  an  employer 
might  be  willing  to  give  £4  los.  to  a  newly  qualified  man,  but, 
say,  £5  los.  to  an  experienced  man.  A  salary  could  not  be 
stated  in  an  advertisement  when  it  might  vary  according  to 
the  experience  of  the  man  engaged. 

The  Chairman  reminded  the  meeting  that  at  one  time 
a  note  was  included  in  the  advertisement  columns  that  the 
minimum  salary  which  would  be  published  in  an  advertisement 
was  £200  per  annum.  Immediately  there  had  been  a  reaction 
throughout  the  country,  because  employers  tried  to  use  the 
minimum  salary  as  a  maximum.  It  was  used  as  an  argu- 
ment against  the  payment  of  higher  salaries.  The  office  had 
instructions  not  to  accept  any  advertisement  offering  a  salary 
of  less  than  £200  a  year.  It  was  fully  realised  that  a  man  who 
had  just  qualified  was  not  worth  as  much  as  a  man  of  ex- 
perience. It  would  be  better  to  leave  arrangements  as  they 
were. 

The  amendment  and  the  motion  were  lost. 

Supply  of  Poisons  by  Wholesale 

Mr.  J.  H.  Atherley  (Nottingham  and  District)  moved;  — 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  press  that  it  be  an  offence  for  a  manu- 
facturer or  a  wholesaler  to  supply  scheduled  poisons  to  persons 
unauthorised  to  receive  them." 

Mr.  Atherley  said  that  the  words  "  wholesaler,  manufac- 
turer, unauthorised  "  used  in  this  resolution  were  used  gener- 
ally. Contrary  to  general  belief,  wholesale  transactions  in 
poisons  seem  bereft  of  any  serious  control.  It  was  grossly 
unfair  that  they  had  to  submit  to  invidious  inspection  and 
controlled  sales  while  such  a  huge  part  of  the  drug  trade  was 
free  from  supervision.  Poisons  were  the  subject  of  many 
prosecutions,  and  the  illegal  seller  always  offered  ignorance  as 
an  excuse.  There  seemed  a  hole  in  the  law  which  permitted 
an  unauthorised  person  to  obtain  his  supplies.  The  latter 
took  advantage  of  his  wholesaler.  Those  sales  would  increase 
rather  than  decrease  until  the  gap  was  closed.  While  he  had 
a  little  sympathy  with  the  wholesaler,  he  deprecated  the  atti- 
tude of  the  blind  eye  to  the  telescope.  It  was  widely  known 
that  many  wholesale  transactions  were  in  reality  retail  sales, 
and  unless  those  were  checked  the  whole  purpose  of  the  Act 
would  be  defeated.  It  was  their  duty  to  draw  attention  to 
that  obvious  flaw,  and  to  show  the  way  in  which  the  desired 
protection  of  the  public  might  be  achieved.  The  method  was 
simple  and  just :  they  should  debar  a  wholesaler  or  manufac- 
turer from  supplying  poisons  save  to  those  who  had  the  neces- 
sary authority  to  receive  them,  or  who  were  empowered  by  law 
to  resell.  That  was  not  more  than  the  conditions  imposed  on 
pharmacists.  It  would  not  jeopardise  their  legitimate  trade, 
but  would  stop  up  the  gap  that  was  open. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Walker  (Bradford)  seconded  the  motion. 

It  was  decided  to  adjourn  the  meeting  until  the  next  morn- 
ing and  continue  the  discussion  of  this  motion. 

Presentation  to  Mr.  Guthrie 

On  the  resumption  of  the  proceedings,  on  July  19,  the 
Chairman  asked  those  present  to  imagine  that  they  were  at  a 
Council  meeting,  because  he  was  going  to  perform  one  of  the 
duties  left  over  from  the  June  meeting.  It  was  customary  at 
that  meeting  to  present  the  retiring  president  with  a  replica 
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of  the  presidential  badge.  Mr.  Guthrie  had  not  been  at  the 
Council  meeting,  and  he  (the  chairman)  was  giad  of  the 
opportunity  of  the  branch  representatives'  meeting  to  make 
the  presentation.  (Applause.) 

In  handing  the  badge  to  Mr.  Guthrie,  The  Chairman  said 
that  the  retiring  president  had  helped  the  Council  very  much 
indeed,  and  they  much  appreciated  his  long  and  faithful 
service  to  pharmacy.  On  behalf  of  the  Council,  he  had  to 
thank  Mr.  Guthrie  and  to  wish  him  a  very  happy  time. 

Mr.  Guthrie,  replying,  said  he  very  much  appreciated  the 
little  extra  ceremony  which,  as  the  president  had  just  said, 
would  normally  have  happened  in  the  Council  room.  He 
thought  himself  extra  fortunate  that  he  should  receive  the 
token  from  the  hands  of  their  highly  esteemed  president.  He 
had  nothing  further  to  say  except  to  thank  him  again  for  the 
gift,  "  which  wOl  be  a  reminder  to  me  of  many  happy  days 
on  the  Council  and  also  of  the  very  great  assistance  that  you, 
Mr.  President,  gave  to  me  as  vice-president." 

A  Discussion  Resumed 

The  Chairman  asked  the  meeting  to  resume  consideration 
of  the  motion  which  had  been  proposed  and  seconded  at  the 
previous  session  (C.  &■  D.,  July  29,  p.  120). 

The  Secretary  said  this  particular  point  was  one  that  had 
already  been  considered  by  the  Council  and  incidentally  by  the 
Poisons  Board,  and  although  a  very  large  number  of  trans- 
actions were  covered  by  it,  he  could  probably  put  the  most 
common  case  as  an  example  of  the  whole.  What  this  motion 
sought  to  prevent  was  the  wholesale  supplying  of  Part  I 
poisons  to  a  person  who  was  not  entitled  to  sell  them  to  the 
public.  The  Poisons  Board  found  the  chief  difficulty  was  that 
there  was  no  qualification  in  law  necessary  for  someone  to 
be  a  wholesaler.  Anybody  could  supply  any  poisons  to  a 
factory,  doctor,  hospital  ;  no  qualification  was  required  for 
that  purpose.  It  was  impossible  to  say  in  advance  whether 
any  particular  man  was  or  was  not  entitled  to  sell  them  again. 
It  might  be  that  he  was  carrying  on  a  retail  business  and  also 
a  perfectly  legitimate  wholesale  business  in  poisons.  There 
was  no  list  from  which  they  could  tell  whether  a  seller  was 
going  to  sell  them  to  a  factory,  doctor  or  hospital  ;  and  for 
that  reason,  which  he  thought  quite  impossible  to  get  over,  the 
Poisons  Board  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  could  not 
put  this  proposal  in  statutory  form.  Any  retailer  who  was 
also  carrying  on  a  wholesale  business  nmst  carry  it  on  in 
separate  premises.  They  had  therefore  gone  a  long  way  in 
filling  up  most  of  the  gaps. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Webster  (Bradford)  said  the  question  of  whole- 
sale sales  was  one  which  merited  the  greatest  consideration. 
It  had  been  assumed  in  the  past  that  drugs  were  distributed  in 
the  main  by  pharmacists.  This  was  no  longer  the  case.  Sellers 
of  drugs  outnumbered  pharmacists  by  ten  to  one.  Control  of 
wholesale  transactions  had  now  become  urgent. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Ramsay  (Glasgow)  said  he  would  like  to  congratu- 
late the  mover  of  the  motion,  which  was  a  very  important 
one.  That  matter  had  been  discussed  very  thoroughly  in  the 
Glasgow  Branch  two  years  previously,  but  it  was  turned  down. 
He  was  sorry  that  in  the  main  he  had  to  oppose  the  motion 
for  various  reasons.  In  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
wholesale  dealing  was  defined.  It  might  be  helpful  for  them 
to  know  that  he  always  made  it  a  point  of  honour  to  investi- 
gate requests  from  people  who  were  not  authorised  to  have 
poisons.  In  the  main  the  position  was  safeguarded  by  the 
wholesaler. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Walmsley  (Bolton)  said  that  in  many  court 
cases  it  was  stated  by  the  defendant  that  poisons  were  sup- 
plied by  the  wholesaler  for  his  own  use.  He  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  take  action  in  such  cases. 

Mr.  J.  E.  GooDALL  (West  Middlesex)  argued  that  this  was 
a  very  important  resolution  in  view  of  the  number  of 
unqualified  people  who  were  supplying  poisons. 

Mr.  E.  Ratcliffe  (Wembley)  said  he  welcomed  the  proposal 
from  Nottingham  from  one  point  of  view  only.  The  point  that 
really  worried  him  was  not  the  drug  store  or  grocer,  but  the 
hidden  sales — those  which  went  on  in  canteens  and  societies 
which  formed  themselves  into  buying  societies.  The  motion 
would  enable  a  very  much  closer  watch  to  be  kept  on  the  trade 
in  canteens  and  other  organisations  dealing  in  Part  I  poisons 
for  the  benefit  of  their  members. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Jackson  (Newcastle)  said  that  the  relations 
between  the  wholesalers  and  retailers  were  of  an  amicable  char- 
acter, and  he  thought  it  would  be  disastrous  to  pass  a  reso- 


lution which  the  wholesalers  would  regard  as  being  directed 
against  them. 

Mr.  T.  a.  Durkin  (Blackpool)  said  he  was  a  wholesaler, 
and  vvas  sure  that  the  whole  of  the  legitimate  wholesale  trade 
would  welcome  legislation  which  would  put  it  right.  Those  who 
were  in  pharmacy  wished  to  serve  pharmacy  only. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Titles 

Mr.  p.  D.  J.  Spaanderman  (Mansfield  and  District) 
moved :  — 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  when  the 
opportunity  occurs,  the  existing  title  '  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  '  should  be  made  available  for  use  by  all  members 
holding  the  Minor  qualification,  and  that  a  distinctive  title 
should  be  adopted  for  use  by  those  members  holding  the  Major 
qualification ;  and  that  all  existing  titles  together  with  such 
new  titles  as  may  be  adopted  for  use  by  Major  pharmacists 
should  receive  the  fullest  possible  recognition  in  any  future 
legislation." 

Mr.  Spaanderman  said  that  the  argument  for  the  case  that 
the  pharmacist  should  be  allowed  to  use  the  title  "  Ph.C." 
was  that  it  was  the  truly  descriptive  title  of  his  calling. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Stuttard  (Blackpool),  seconding,  said  that  he 
did  not  think  they  could  find  a  better  title  than  "  pharma- 
ceutical chemist."  By  using  it  they  were  not  relinquishing 
the  right  to  use  the  title  "chemist." 

A  representative  asked  what  would  be  the  position  of 
managers  in  company  shops  or  multiple  shops. 

The  Secretary  said  that  as  individuals  they  would  be 
entitled  to  call  themselves  "  pharmaceutical  chemists,"  just 
as  at  that  time  they  were  entitled  to  call  themselves  ' '  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  The  companies  would  not 
be  entitled  to  call  themselves  "  pharmaceutical  chemist,"  as 
at  that  time  they  could  not  call  themselves  "  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society." 

Mr.  J.  H.  Gough  (Leeds)  said  that  he  did  not  agree  with 
the  motion.  He  thought  that  the  title  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist  "  might  deprive  pharmacists  of  the  use  of  the  title 
"  dispensing  chemist." 

Mr.  D.  Gemmell  (Glasgow)  said  he  would  like  to  see  the 
craft  at  some  later  date  assume  the  title  of  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist,"  as  it  implied  a  definite  description. 

Mr.  R.  McCrone  (Glasgow)  said  that  he  felt  that  the  prin- 
cipal idea  was  to  bathe  in  reflected  glory  in  being  called  "  phar- 
maceutical chemist"  without  undergoing  the  ordeal  of  tlie 
examination. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Gedge  (Worcester)  said  that  two  years  previously 
his  branch  had  put  up  a  similar  motion  and  had,  on  request, 
withdrawn  it.  The  suggestion  that  chemists  and  druggists 
were  endeavouring  to  obtain  a  title  for  which  they  had  not 
worked  was  quite  wrong. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Maunder  (Somerset)  said  that  as  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist  of  fifty  years'  standing,  he  gave  his  wholehearted 
support  to  this  motion.  The  day  had  come  when  pharmacists 
should  have  a  distinctive  title,  as  there  were  so  many  techni- 
cal chemists.  He  did  not  think  a  better  title  could  be  found 
than  "  pharmaceutical  chemist." 

Mr.  R.  M.  Jenner  (Wembley)  said  he  thought  that  every 
member  of  the  Society  who  practised  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
should  describe  himself  as  "  pharmaceutical  chemist." 

Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (Sheffield)  said  that  the  previous  year 
ho  had  opposed  a  motion  such  as  this,  but  on  this  occasion  he 
was  going  to  vote  in  favour  of  it. 

Mr.  Frank  Browne  (West  Middlesex)  said  that  the  West 
Middlesex  Branch  had  gone  thoroughly  into  this  matter.  To 
them  the  most  suitable  title  seemed  to  be  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist,"  and  as  a  qtiid  pro  quo  to  the  present  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  he  thought  that  a  suitable  title  would  be 
"  master  of  pharmacy." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  p.  D.  J.  Spaanderman  (Mansfield)  said  that  he  had 
the  permission  of  the  Aberdare  and  Merthyr  Branch  and  of 
the  chairman  to  withdraw  the  motion :  — 

"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  persons 
now  possessing  either  the  degree  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist, 
or  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy,  or  both,  should  becorne  Fellows  of 
the  Society  and  that  the  present  members  of  the  Society 
become  pharmaceutical  chemists," 

and  on  behalf  of  the  Aberdare  and  Merthyr  Branch  to  submit 

the  following  motion. 
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"  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  the  distinc- 
tive title  referred  to  in  the  immediately  preceding  resolution 
shall  be  '  Fellow  of  the  Pharmaceutical"  Society.'  " 

Mr.  F.  H.  Stuttard  (Blackpool)  formally  seconded. 

A  representative  asked  whether  it  was  within  the  power 
of  the  Society  to  alter  titles  without  sanction  by  Parliament. 

The  Secretary  replied  in  the  negative. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

Amendment  to  Rules  of  Procedure 

The  Chairman  proposed  and  Mr.  J.  Reed  (West  Ham) 
seconded :  — 

"  That  the  following  new  rule  be  added  to  the  Rules  of 
Procedure :  '  Not  more  than  three  motions  shall  be  submitted 
annually  by  a  branch.' 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Statement  on  Professional  Conduct 

The  Chairman  drew  attention  to  the  "  Statement  on 
Matters  of  Professional  Conduct."  He  said  it  was  a  first  step 
which  might  be  developed  later. 

A  representative  suggested  that  the  statement  should  be 
printed  and  issued  each  year  with  application  for  the  reten- 
tion fee.  After  a  second  representative  had  supported  the 
suggestion  the  meeting,  at  the  request  of  the  chairman, 
indicated  by  show  of  hands  support  for  the  suggestion. 

Mr.  C.  Yeates  (Plymouth)  said  that  the  statement  did  not 
include  what  was  considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  impor- 
tant of  the  clauses  originally  submitted,  namely,  paragraph  3, 
clause  19,  and  he  suggested  that  that  clause  as  originally  sub- 
mitted be  referred  to  the  Council  for  further  consideration  again 
as  soon  as  possible. 

A  representative  said  he  thought  it  would  be  wrong  if  the 
Conference  failed  to  take  the  opportunity  to  congratulate  the 
Council  on  the  statement. 

Mr.  E.  a.  Eccles  (North-East  Lanes)  suggested  that  the 
statement  should  be  circulated  from  time  to  time  to  all 
teachers  of  pharmacy  in  the  various  colleges. 

Mr.  W.  K.  Brackenbury  (Tees-side)  referred  to  paragraph 
3,  clause  19,  in  the  Tees-side  code  of  ethics.  It  was  omitted 
from  the  "  Statement  on  Professional  Conduct."  As  chair- 
man of  the  committee  which  drew  up  the  Tees-side  code,  he 
expressed  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  the  Council  re- 
ceived them  when  considering  their  code. 

Mr.  W.  Low  (Durham)  said  he  agreed  that  they  should  con- 
gratulate the  Council  upon  having  issued  this  statement,  but 
they  ought  also  to  congratulate  the  Tees-side  Branch  and  par- 
ticularly Mr.  MacDonald  Murray. 

Mr.  L.  Hayward  (North  Metropolitan)  welcomed  the  state- 
ment. 

Mr.  E.  Neville  Brown  (South-West  Metropolitan)  said 
the  chairman  had  taken  note  of  the  suggestion  that  a  copy  of 
the  statement  should  be  sent  out  to  every  member  when 
applying  for  the  retention  fee,  and  suggested  that  it  should 
also  be  included  in  the  application  for  the  premises  fees. 

A  representative  asked  whether  the  list  of  diseases  in  the 
statement  was  a  comprehensive  list  or  whether  it  was  the 
intention  to  add  to  it. 

The  Secretary  said  that  the  statement  could  be  made  of 
immense  service  to  pharmacy  if  handled  properly.  The  list 
of  diseases  had  been  taken  from  recommendations  of  the  1914 
Committee  on  proprietary  medicines.  Many  more  diseases 
could  be  added,  but  it  was  advisable  not  to  rush  it.  The  im- 
plications of  Clause  ig  were  much  wider  than  appeared  on  the 
surface. 

The  Chairman  said  anything  could  be  added  to  the  state- 
ment if  it  had  the  full  support  of  members  of  the  Society.  He 
understood  that  in  view  of  the  secretary's  remarks  the  meet- 
ing agreed  with  the  existing  arrangement. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  Chairman,  speaking  of  the  Benevolent  Fund,  said  it 
was  the  wish  of  the  1938  Conference  that  there  should  be  an 
appeal  for  the  fund  at  the  Conference.  They  had  heard  the 
appeal  from  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  at  the  opening  session,  and 
they  would  have  realised  that  the  women  pharmacists  were 
doing  excellent  work  for  the  fund.  He  was  anxious  that  the 
representatives  there  that  morning  should  take  home  a  message 
asking  branches  to  help  the  fund  in  any  way  possible.  The 


fund  did  magnificent  work.  He  reminded  the  meeting  of  the 
advantages  to  the  fund  which  resulted  from  signing  a  deed  of 
covenant  due  to  the  recovery  of  income  tax. 

Report  of  Committee  of  Inquiry 

The  Chairman  asked  the  meeting  to  receive  the  report  of 
the  Committee  of  Inquiry.  He  said  that  at  the  meeting  in 
1938  Mr.  Rowsell  presented  a  progress  report  and  it  had  been 
hoped  to  finish  the  report  before  the  1939  meeting,  but  so 
much  work  was  involved  that  that  had  not  been  possible. 
The  final  report  would  contain  recommendations.  Then  a 
conference  would  be  called. 

Mr.  E.  Neville  Brown  (South-West  Metropolitan)  asked 
who  was  to  receive  the  final  report. 

The  Secretary  replied  that  in  the  ordinary  way  it  would 
go  to  the  branch  representatives,  but  in  the  circumstances  it 
would  be  sent  to  branch  secretaries  to  distribute. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (Sheffield)  expressed  appreciation  of 
the  report,  and  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  be 
accorded  to  the  members  of  the  committee.  The  motion  was 
received  with  acclamation. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Goodall  (West  Middlesex)  asked  when  they 
might  expect  to  receive  the  final  report. 

The  Secretary  said  that  as  soon  as  the  second  part  of  the 
report,  consisting  of  recommendations,  had  been  prepared 
a  special  meeting  of  representatives  would  be  held  in  London 
in  order  to  discuss  the  whole  of  the  recommendations,  prob- 
ably during  the  coming  pharmaceutical  year. 

Mr.  E.  a.  Kirman  (Sheffield)  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  of  Inquiry  be  received. 

Mr.  W.  Low  (Durham)  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  p.  F.  Rowsell  said  he  wished  to  say  how  much  they, 
as  a  Committee  of  Inquiry,  appreciated  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
Appleton.  They  were  gratified  that  the  first  part  of  their  re- 
port had  been  received  in  this  way.  In  this  connexion,  the 
Committee  were  very  deeply  indebted  to  the  assistant  secre- 
tary, Mr.  F.  W.  Adams,  for  all  the  hard  work  he  had  put  in 
and  for  his  direction  of  the  Committee.  Without  Mr.  Adams's 
help  he  was  sure  they  could  not  have  accomplished  what  they 
had  done.  He  hoped  that  when  they  presented  their  final 
report  it  would  be  of  infinite  value  to  their  calling. 

Mr.  E.  Ratcliffe  (Wembley)  said  that  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Inquiry  and  as  a  representative  of  the  Con- 
ference representatives,  he  felt  in  a  privileged  position.  He 
wished  to  say  how  much  he  and  his  fellow  representatives 
appointed  at  Liverpool  were  indebted  to  Mr.  Adams  and  the 
personal  staff  of  the  Society  in  co-operating  with  the  Council 
in  producing  this  report 

Medicine-Stamp  Duty 

The  Chairman  invited  a  discussion  on  medicine-stamp  duty. 
He  did  not  consider  it  desirable  that  resolutions  should  be 
passed  on  this  subject,  but  a  record  would  be  taken  of  all 
suggestions  and  they  would  be  carefully  considered  by  the 
Council.    The  chairman  said:  — 

Although  we  have  not  provided  in  the  agenda  for  any 
reference  to  the  holding  up  of  the  proposed  repeal  of  the  medi- 
cine-stamp duties  there  are  several  reasons  why  I  must  refer 
to  it  this  morning.  I  do  so  first  of  all  because  it  is  proper 
that  we  should  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  remarkable 
result  of  a  parliamentary  campaign  pursued  with  vigour  and 
enthusiasm.  Pharmacy  has  every  reason  to  be  well  satisfied 
with  what  it  has  achieved.  It  was  due  in  the  first  instance 
to  the  leadership  of  the  national  organisations  and  secondly 
to  the  vigour  with  which  members  of  the  Society  all  over  the 
country,  and  especially  our  branch  secretaries,  took  up  the 
task  of  interviewing  members  of  Parliament.  It  was  a  com- 
bined effort  and  it  succeeded  because  of  the  national  and  local 
enthusiasm  which  was  put  into  it.  Many  branches  and  many 
individual  pharmacists  have  been  good  enough  to  write  and 
thank  the  Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  for 
what  they  have  done.  May  I  return  the  gesture  and  thank 
you  as  the  representatives  of  the  branches  for  the  magnificent 
part  which  you  played.  As  I  have  said  elsewhere  this  is  only 
the  first  round.  We  have  now  the  delicate  and  difficult  task 
of  building  up  constructive  proposals.  In  planning  these  pro- 
posals we  can  rightly  and  naturally  be  encouraged  by  the  vic- 
tory we  have  won,  but  if  we  are  wise  we  will  not  allow  that 
to  blind  us  to  realities.  I  have  been  in  close  touch  with  this 
parliamentary  campaign  from    the   beginning,   and  there  is 
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one  outstanding  fact  which  has  been  brought  home  to  me  in 
conversations  with  members  of  Parliament.  It  is  that  the 
victory  in  the  House  of  Commons  was  due  to  the  support  of 
those  who  were  anxious  to  see  the  proprietary  medicine  trade 
controlled.  Sympathy  with  the  pharmacist  there  certainly  was 
in  evidence  but  that  was  not  the  main  factor  which  influenced 
many  members  of  Parliament  in  their  action. 

Having  said  that  I  want  nevertheless  to  make  it  clear  that 
the  Council  whole-heartedly  agree  with  the  many  branches 
and  individual  members  who  have  written  to  us  expressing 
the  opinion  that  it  is  now  necessary  for  pharmacy  to  get  down 
to  a  constructive  plan  in  connexion  with  thei  distribution  of 
proprietary  medicines,  so  that  Parliament  may  have  before  it 
the  chemists'  opinion  in  the  reconsideration  of  this  problem 
which  is  going  to  take  place  during  the  next  twelve  months. 
We  have  received  from  a  number  of  branches,  and  from  in- 
dividual members  of  the  Society,  resolutions  and  schemes 
accompanied  by  requests  that  they  shall  be  submitted  for  dis- 
cussion to  this  Conference.  After  giving  the  matter  anxious 
consideration,  I  decided  not  to  add  them  to  the  agenda  .  .  . 
Nevertheless,  we  have  time  for  some  discussion,  and  I  hope 
you  will  make  the  best  use  of  the  time  by  giving  us  your 
constructive  suggestions.  In  addition  to  discussing  it  to-day,  I 
want  your  help  in  the  following  way — will  you,  as  soon  as  you 
possibly  can,  let  the  Council  of  the  Society  know  the  views  of 
your  branches  on  this  subject?  .  .  . 

Mr.  D.  G.  Pout  (Worcester)  quoted  two  paragraphs  from 
a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  the  Treasury.  In  the  first  paragraph,  he  said  that  he 
fully  appreciated  the  dangers  of  repealing  the  duties,  both 
from  the  Society's  point  of  view  and  the  national  health  point 
of  view  also.  In  the  second  paragraph,  he  said  that  the  medi- 
cine-stamp duty  would  have  to  come  off  next  year,  and  in  the 
interim  they  must  try  to  devise  some  method  of  protecting  the 
public  from  some  kinds  of  patent  medicines. 
■  Mr.  E.  a.  Brockxehurst  (Hull)  suggested  that  branch 
secretaries  should  send  a  letter  of  thanks  to  their  members  of 
Parliament  and  invite  them  to  a  social  function  during  the 
year.    He  thought  this  would  help  to  keep  them  in  touch. 

Mr.  L.  Hay  ward  (North  Metropolitan)  said  he  considered 
that  three  months  was  ample  time  for  proposals  in  connexion 
with  medicine-stamp  duty  to  be  put  before  the  branches. 

Mr.  p.  D.  J.  Spaanderman  (Mansfield)  said  they  might  con- 
gratulate themselves  on  their  success  with  the  members  of 
Parliament.  It  was  obvious  that  the  daily  newspapers  had 
also  recognised  this  success. 

Mr.  C.  a.  Buick  (Glasgow)  said  it  seemed  that  the  impor- 
tant thing  was  to  make  suggestions  to  the  Government  with 
regard  to  patent  medicine  duties.  He  considered  that  they 
should  press  forward  without  delay  and  in  the  meantime  ask 
that  the  duties  be  continued  until  proposals  were  formulated. 

Mr.  J.  E.  GooDALL  (West  Middlesex)  asked  whether  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  or  the  Proprietary  Asso- 
ciation of  Great  Britain  were  among  the  bodies  considering 
this  matter.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  duties  should  be 
abolished.  The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  showed 
that  50  per  cent,  of  the  shops  did  from  £^0-  to  ;^35-worth  of 
business  a  week  in  patent  medicines.  If  the  duty  came  off 
the  position  would  be  hopeless.  He  agreed  that  there  was  no 
reason  why  medicines  should  be  taxed,  and'  he  thought  that 
pharmacists  should  go  out  for  a  Bill  for  pharmacy.  He  noticed 
in  reading  the  report  that  every  time  they  had  tried  to  get  too 
much  they  had  failed.  They  ought  to  go  for  one  thing — the 
restriction  of  medicines  for  human  ailments  to  chemists. 
'  Mr.  R.  E.  Jackson  (Newcastle)  said  he  would  like  to  feel 
assured  that  the  secretaries  of  the  branches  would  be  com- 
municated with  by  the  Society  officially  and  asked  to  call  a 
meeting  specially  to  discuss  the  patent  medicine  question,  and 
that  any  local  members  of  Parliament  should  be  invited  to  that 
meeting.  Their  chief  opponents  seemed  to  be  the  newspapers, 
which  were  very  powerful  in  Great  Britain.  From  an  ethical 
point  of  view,  no  doubt  it  was  wrong  that  medicines  should 
be  stamped  and  that  there  should  be  a  duty  payable  on  them. 

Mr.  R.  Macdonald  Murray  (Tees-side)  said  that  they  felt 
very  strongly  on  this  question.  It  would  appear  that  unless 
they  themselves  prepared  a  plan,  the  Home  Secretary  would 
say,  "  Here  is  a  plan — take  it  or  leave  it." 

Mr.  D.  G.  Pout  (Worcester)  asked  whether  the  Council  was 
in  touch  with  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  T.  Stephen  Jones  (Birkenhead)  said  that  they  felt  very 
pleased  that  they  had  found  a  member  of  Parliament  willing 
to  help  actively  in  the  House  of  Commons.    They  were  grate- 


ful to  all  members  who  had  helped,  but  Mr.  Graham  White  had 
done  a  great  deal  for  chemists. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Newbold  (Nottingham)  said  that  it  would  be  a 
great  help  if,  before  meetings  of  branches  were  called,  branch 
secretaries  could  have  skeleton  proposals  from  the  Council. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hughes  (Anglesey)  said  that  he  had  interviewed 
a  ve.ry  noted  member  of  Parliament  in  connexion  with  medi- 
cine-stamp duty  and  they  had  received  some  good  advice.  They 
had  been  advised  that  first  of  all  the  pharmacist  must 
take  steps  to  put  his  own  house  in  order — it  was  a  well-known 
fact  that  the  Society  wanted  the  sale  of  medicines  limited  to 
fully  qualified  pharmacists,  and  yet  members  of  the  profession 
were  manufacturing  medicines  and  patent  medicines  for  sale 
through  other  channels.  It  was  important  that  pharmacists 
should  be  able  to  go  to  the  Government  and  say  that  they  had 
put  their  own  house  in  order.  Secondly,  it  was  important 
that  the  Society's  case  should  be  stressed  from  the  point  of 
view  of  public  health.  He  had  always  been  suspicious  of  co- 
operative action  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

A  Stockport  representative  said  that  they  should  sell  the 
stamped  article  and  refuse  to  sell  the  unstamped  article. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Challinor  (Leeds)  said  it  was  essential  they 
should  remember  that  the  Government  would  do  nothing  for 
chemists  as  chemists,  and  it  was  essential  that  they  should 
devise  some  scheme  which  was  also  to  the  benefit  of  the  general 
public. 

An  Exeter  representative  said  they  would  not  get  a  Bill 
drawn  up  and  presented  to  Parliament  within  twelve  months. 
They  should  ask  for  the  period  to  be  extended. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Crowe  (Sheffield)  said  that  in  any  dealings  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  they  should  make  the  fullest  use  of 
the  Council's  "  Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct." 
There  were  tremendous  forces  against  them. 

Mr.  R.  Hudson  (Burnley)  said  they  should  endeavour  to 
maintain  the  status  quo  in  the  event  of  being  unable  to  get 
what  they  wanted  within  the  next  twelve  months.  It  had 
been  said  that  no  Government  would  do  anything  for  chemists 
as  chemists.  That  was  a  very  pessimistic  view.  No  Govern- 
ment would  look  with  equanimity  on  the  extinction  of 
chemists. 

Mr.  E.  a.  Kirman  (Sheffield)  said  that  pharmacists  did 
themselves  a  bad  turn  when  they  accepted  destamping.  He 
stressed  the  need  that  they  should  act  as  one  body. 

A  representative  said  that  the  most  important  work  that  was 
done  in  connexion  with  the  repeal  was  done  by  interviewing 
members  of  Parliament. 

Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones  (Liverpool)  recounted  his  expe- 
rience when  interviewing  members  of  Parliament.  He  men- 
tioned to  the  members  that  in  his  view  there  was  not  a  more 
unselfish  class  of  people  in  the  world  than  pharmacists,  for 
many  pharmacists  refused  for  certain  health  reasons  to  sell 
many  things  they  could  have  sold.  The  pharmacist  was  a 
safeguard  to  the  health  of  the  community,  and  gave  much 
advice  which  was  not  required  by  law.  The  pharmacist  felt  it 
was  his  mission  in  life  to  protect  the  health  of  the  community, 
and  if  necessary  advised  consultation  with  a  doctor.  This 
information  impressed  the  members  of  Parliament. 

Mr.  E.  Ratcliffe  (Wembley)  said  the  main  part  of  the 
discussion  had  been  directed  towards  medicine-stamp  duty. 
He  personally  thought  that  only  a  very  small  part  of  the  whole 
scheme  that  they  should  be  discussing.  It  was  very  disturbing 
to  see  their  economic  position  jeopardised  in  such  a  way.  They 
should  get  fixed  in  their  minds  that  the  basis  of  pharmacy 
was  shopkeeping.  He  would  like  to  see  the  whole  of  pharmacy 
take  offensive  action.  . 

The  Secretary  said  it  was  very  heartening  to  listen  to  the 
discussion,  because  it  had  been  carried  out  not  in  a  spirit 
of  controversy  but  of  co-operation.  It  was  going  to  be  diffi- 
cult enough  to  find  the  right  road  for  them  to  follow,  but  they 
must  find  one  road.  It  would  be  fatal  if  they  tried  to  follow 
twenty  at  the  same  time.  It  meant  that  individuals  and 
organisations  must  be  ready  if  necessary  to  abandon  their  own 
ideas  for  the  benefit  of  one  general  plan.  He  would  mention 
one  or  two  facts  which  they  must  keep  in  front  of  them. 
First,  members  of  Parliament  as  a  whole  were  not  solely  or 
even  mainly  concerned  with  the  chemists'  cause.  Pharmacy 
had  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  focus  a  very  large  number 
of  different  points  of  view.  Secondly,  basically  there  was  no 
justification  for  a  tax  on  medicines.  It  was  important  to 
remember  that  the  Treasury  view  was  that  medicines  ought 
not  to  be  taxed.    They  were  faced  with  two  questions.  What 
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was  their  policy  to  be  and  what  machinery  was  the  best  to 
carry  out  that  policy?  The  matter  of  machinery  was  almost 
as  important,  in  his  view,  as  policy.  In  view  of  the  urgency 
and  the  shortness  of  the  time  available  the  members  of  the 
Society  must  be  prepared  to  trust  their  leaders.  It  would 
invite  confusion  if  individual  branches  published  schemes  of 
their  own  and  submitted  them  to  members  of  Parliament.  It 
was  a  matter  of  voluntary  discipline  that  they  should  not 
follow  independent  lines.  What  was  the  central  machinery 
to  be  ?  They  had  at  the  beginning  to  try  to  bring  in  as  many 
interests  as  they  could.  The  greater  the  amount  of  agreement 
that  could  be  got  for  any  scheme,  the  more  likely  was  the 
Government  to  accept  it.  There  was  a  conference  in  exis- 
tence which  he  hoped  would  very  soon  be  able  to  extend  its 
contacts  to  the  manufacturers  ;  a  conference  which  was  a 
very  broad -based  organisation.  He  would  suggest  that  that 
was  the  best  piece  of  machinery  available.  That  conference 
was  getting  on  with  the  job,  and  very  rapidly.  For  its  assis- 
tance, he  asked  branches  to  formulate  proposals  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  certainly  not  later  than  October.  He  appealed 
to  branches  and  individuals  to  beware  of  publicity  and  to 
fight  shy  of  writing  letters  to  the  Press. 

He  wanted  to  have  one  word  on  a  point  which  he  realised 
was  very  close  to  the  hearts  of  many  of  them  and  which 
many  of  them  regarded  as  something  which  the  Council  ought 
to  deal  with  now.  He  referred  to  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  He  could 
speak  on  this  point  only  for  himself.  They  had  now  to  deal 
with  a  very  urgent  matter  which  was  likely  to  be  decided  in 
a  very  few  months.  If  they  tried  to  link  up  any  proposal 
which  they  wished  to  put  forward  to  the  Government  on  pro- 
prietary medicines  with  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  they  would  ruin  their 
representations.  There  would  be  no  amendment  to  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  on  broad  lines  without  a  Government  inquiry 
first.  With  regard  to  policy,  it  was  an  extraordinarily  diffi- 
cult matter  at  the  present  stage  to  set  out  detailed  proposals — • 
nor  was  it  desirable.  Those  who  had  been  preparing  proposals 
that  were  workable  and  at  the  same  time  took  account  of 
the  special  position  of  the  chemist  had  already  come  up  against 
formidable  difficulties.  It  was  a  delicate  problem,  bristling  in 
every  way  with  unexpected  difficulties.  In  looking  at  the 
problem,  he  was  sure  that  they  must  shed  the  shopkeeper 
and  take  a  broad  professional  view  of  the  position. 

He  thought  that  in  formulating  their  policy  the  fundamen- 
tals were  that  it  was  not  right  that  things  to  be  used  for  the 
treatment  of  the  sick  should  be  taxed  ;  and  that  there  was  a 
real  need  for  the  control  of  much  of  the  proprietary  medicine 
trade — not  merely  the  publicly  advertised  proprietary  medi- 
cines but,  as  his  friend  Mr.  Skinner  had  advocated  recently, 
some  of  those  medicines  which  went  about  under  the  cloak  of 
extreme  respectability,  some  of  the  so-called  "ethical"  pro- 
prietaries. If  they  based  their  policy  upon  no  taxation  and 
control  in  the  public  interest,  it  should  not  be  above  the  wit 
of  man  to  incorporate  in  a  scheme  of  control  a  proper  recogni- 
tion of  the  chemist.  He  thought  that  that  was  their  line 
of  country  broadly.  If  they  went  forward  with  such  a  policy 
they  could  certainly  say  to  the  Government,  "Don't  touch 
the  present  tax  in  any  way  at  all  until  you  have  a  proper 
system  of  control."  Any  attempt  at  patching  the  present 
antiquated  scheme  was  likely  to  receive  short  shrift.  He 
hoped  that  those  present  would  get  their  branches  to  formu- 
late their  suggestions  at  once  and  send  them  either  to  Mr. 
Mallinson  or  himself. 

Pharmaceutical  Service  in  the  Army 

The  Chairman  invited  Mr.  Pout  to  speak  on  pharmaceutical 
service  in  the  army. 

Mr.  D.  G.  Pout  (Worcester)  thanked  the  chairman  for  the 
privilege  accorded  to  him.  He  said  that  he  had  said  much 
and  written  much  during  the  past  few  months  on  pharma- 
ceutical service  in  the  army  and  a  war  reserve.  The  sugges- 
tion had  not  originally  come  from  the  ranks  of  pharmacy — 
it  had  been  put  forward  by  an  eminent  medical  man  who  held 
a  high  position  in  the  army  medical  service — Surgeon-General 
Evatt.  Mr.  Pout  then  quoted  two  of  the  recommendations  of 
Surgeon-General  Evatt :  — ■ 

"  What  seems  to  me  essential  is  that  by  taking  things  in  time  the 
wretched  system  of  individual  bargaining  with  the  State,  by  which 
the  whole  rank  and  status  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  is  at 
stake,  would  be  impossible  in  any  future  war.  If  educated  and  fully 
qualified  pharmacists  are  sent  out  to  war  graded  as  sergeants,  then  the 
injury  done  to  the  profession  is  very  great,  and  the  only  way  to  guard 
against  it  is  to  be  forewarned,  and  so  organise  as  to  prevent  the  idle. 


indifferent  and  broken-down  members  of  the  profession  taking 
pharmacy  appointments  on  any  tenns  and  with  any  status,  as  has 
happened. 

"  I  desire  in  a  very  earnest  and  special  manner  to  caution  the 
profession  on  the  matter  of  rank.  Any  attempt  to  secure  officers  at 
a  lower  status  than  I  suggest  wiU  infallibly  degrade  an  educated 
profession  with  a  future  before  it  as  it  becomes  more  and  more 
scientifically  trained.  If  once  the  profession  accept  any  lower  status 
than  what  I  mention  it  will  take  a  generation  of  incessant  struggles 
to  remove  the  injury  done,  and  the  blot  will  ever  remain." 

Mr.  Pout  thought  the  meeting  would  agree  that  the  need  for 
a  corps  of  pharmaceutical  officers  was  greater  at  that  time  than 
it  was  in  1906.  Surgeon-General  Evatt  visualised  a  citizen 
army.  That  had  come  into  being.  They  were  disturbed  at 
the  action  of  the  Society  in  not  advising  pharmacists  to  re- 
fuse to  accept  service  as  sergeant-dispensers.  After  Surgeon- 
General  Evatt  had  given  his  address  to  the  Society,  Dr. 
Smith  Whitaker,  organising  secretary  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  said  that  if  they  carried  out  the  proposals  laid 
before  them  it  would  not  be  in  the  interests  of  one  class  or 
class  of  bodies,  but  in  the  interests  of  the  profession  as  a 
whole.  Mr.  Pout  suggested  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  should  tell  the  War  Office:  "  If  you  don't 
treat  your  pharmacists  properly,  you  shan't  have  any 
pharmacists." 

Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  said  he  had  been  profoundly  interested 
in  what  Mi'.  Pout  had  told  them.  The  Council  had  advo- 
cated commissioned  rank  for  the  pharmacist  in  the  British 
army.  They  had  produced  scheme  after  scheme  which  they 
thought  was  perfect,  but  they  had  to  convince  the  War  Office 
and  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  necessity  for  making  a 
change.  The  important  point,  however,  was  to  improve  the 
pharmaceutical  service  in  the  army.  To  do  that  they  must 
get  more  pharmacists  employed.  They  ought  to  have  two 
officers,  at  least,  appointed  soon  to  act  in  an  inspectorial 
capacity  at  the  War  Office.  They  wanted  them  to  take  a 
hand  in  the  reserve  of  pharmacists  which  they  hoped  would  be 
formed.  He  hoped  that  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  McNeal, 
the  chairman  of  the  Public  Services  Committee,  they  would 
meet  with  success. 

Mr.  Fernley  Wallis  (Plymouth)  said  that  with  three  of 
his  colleagues  he  had  interviewed  the  Minister  of  War  and 
his  comments  were: — (i)  What  is  a  pharmacist.'  (2)  He  was 
informed  by  his  medical  adviser  that  the  health  of  the  army 
was  never  better  than  now. 

The  Chairman  thanked  the  representatives  for  their  co- 
operation, and  congratulated  the  younger  pharmacists,  who 
were  the  leaders  of  the  future,  on  their  able  and  thoughtful 
contributions  to  the  discussion. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Collin  (Norwich)  said  it  was  unthinkable  that 
this  meeting  of  representatives  should  close  without  passing  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  their  chairman  for  the  fair  and 
capable  manner  in  which  he  had  presided.  When  that  fair 
manner  was  associated  with  the  charming  courtesy  that  they 
found  in  their  chairman,  he  thought  that  they  had  found  the 
ideal  chairman  for  such  a  meeting. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  president's  thanks.

In  addition  to  miscellaneous  items  of  College  news  the  maga- 
zine contains  several  contributed  articles  of  general  interest. 

Register  of  chiropodists. — The  National  Register  of 
Chiropodists,  1939,  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Registration  of  Medical  Auxiliaries,  British  Medical  Associa- 
ton  House,  Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C.i.  The  Register 
contains  the  names,  addresses  and  qualffications  of  chiropodists 
registered  by  the  Board,  and  the  names  are  arranged  both 
alphabetically  and  under  locality.  Copies  of  the  Register 
(price  2S.)  may  be  obtained  from  the  Board. 

Tuberculin  tests. — Observations  on  the  intradermal  tuber- 
culin test  in  cattle  with  special  reference  to  the  use  of  synthetic 
medium  tuberculin  are  detailed  in  a  publication  issued  by  the 
Agricultural  Research  Council.  [A.R.C.  Report  Series,  No.  4, 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2,  price 
is.  6d.]  The  Report  indicates  distinct  progress  in  the  know- 
ledge of  tuberculin  and  of  its  use  for  testing  cattle,  and  clears 
the  way  for  further  advances  in  technique  and  in  the  practical 
eradication  of  tuberculosis. 
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A STAFF  outing  on  a  magnificent — perhaps  unprecedented 
— scale  was  organised  recently  for  its  employees  in 
London,  Manchester  and  Dublin  by  Bayer  Products, 
Ltd.,  London.  The  excursion  included  a  visit  to  the  Leverkusen 
works  and  offices  of  the  parent  concern — the  Bayer  Pharma- 
ceutical Sales  Organisation,  itself  a  branch  of  the  I.G.  Farben- 
industrie  A.-G. — a  visit  by  Rhine  steamer  to  Konigswinter  and 
the  Drachenfels,  and  a  day  of  sightseeing  and  shopping  in 
Cologne.  The  trip  was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of 
the  German  directors,  and  arose  from  a  suggestion  made  spon- 
taneously by  Mr.  W.  R.  Mann  (head  of  the  Bayer  Pharma- 
ceutical Sales  Organisation  and  Danish  Consul-General  in 
Cologne)  during  a  visit  to  London.  From  start  to  finish  all 
expenses,  even  to  such  items  as  postage  on  letters  and  post- 
cards sent  home  to  England  or  Ireland  by  the  visitors,  were 
paid  by  the  firm. 


picture  on  the  screen.  The  lecture  being  ended,  the  visitors 
separated  into  blue,  orange,  yellow,  brown,  green  and  red 
groups  (distinguished  by  badge)  for  an  inspection  of  the  works. 
First  to  be  examined  was  a  dramatic  comparison  of  natural 
and  synthetic  colourings.  In  a  series  of  showcases,  brilliantly 
coloured  birds,  moths  and  other  creatures  were  shown  beside 
materials  dyed  in  artificial  colourings  prepared  in  imitation  of 
their  plumage  or  wings,  the  comparison  forming  an  impressive 
demonstration  of  the  skill  of  the  firm's  dyestuff  chemists. 
Tho  various  groups  of  visitors  then  entered  the  pharmaceutical 
department.  Raw  materials  for  the  Bayer  specialities  are 
made  elsewhere  (Elberfeld,  Hoechst,  Marburg  and  other 
centres),  but  at  Leverkusen  are  carried  out  all  the  filling, 
tableting,  labelling  and  dispatching  processes.  These  were 
seen  by  the  visitors.  Of  special  interest  to  pharmacists  in 
the  party  were  the  methods  used  for  ampoule  filling  and

The  party,  numbering  150,  left  Victoria  Station,  London, 
at  3  p.m.  on  July  21  and  arrived  at  Ostend  on  the  "  Prins 
Albert  "  in  time  for  dinner  at  the  station  buffet.  Special 
coaches  were  reserved  on  the  train  to  Cologne,  which  was 
reached  at  about  3  a.m. 

After  a  few  hours'  sleep  and  a  Continental  breakfast,  the 
visitors  were  taken  by  coach  to  Leverkusen,  where,  in  the 
handsome,  wall-appointed  reception  room  of  the  adminis- 
trative building,  they  were  welcomed  bv  Mr.  F.  Mentzel  (a 
director).  There  followed  a  brief  description  of  the  organisa- 
tion and  its  scope,  illustrated  on  the  screen  with  artistically 
designed  maps  and  plans  and  a  series  of  arresting  photo- 
graphs, each  a  masterpiece  of  composition.  Good  use  was 
made  of  a  moving  spot  of  light  to  locate  on  the  maps  the 
positions  referred  to  by  the  lecturer  (Mr.  Goeze),  and  there 
was  some  hilarity  when,  after  a  reference  to  the  Bayer  aero- 
plane, a  fly  passing  in  front  of  the  lens  of  the  projector 
caused  itself  to  be  projected  in  flight  across  the  sky  of  the 


sealing.  For  each  product  an  appropriate  method  has  been 
devised.  For  some  there  were  rotating,  chromium-plated, 
perforated  circular  trays,  in  which  the  ampoules  were  printed, 
dried,  filled  and  sealed  automatically.  Others  required  to  be 
sealed  by  hand,  and  for  these  the  workers  were  usually 
arranged  in  pairs — one  to  fill  and  the  other  to  seal  the  filled 
ampoule.  For  certain  other  specialities  sterile  rooms  were 
reserved,  while  yet  others  were  filled  under  an  atmosphere  of 
carbon  dioxide.  Dry  filling  is  not  carried  out  at  Lever- 
kusen, but  the  process  was  described:  the  powder  is  first 
converted  into  a  foam,  then  filled  as  with  liquids,  and  finally 
the  foam  is  ' '  killed  ' '  in  the  ampoule,  leaving  only  the  powder. 
In  one  large  laheiline  room  specialities  we'e  seen  in  course  of 
finishing  for  dispatch  to  many  destinations,  and  an  un- 
familiar point  noticed  by  some  was  the  slight  variations  in 
spelling  of  some  of  the  Bayer  trade  marks  to  satisfy  local  regu- 
lations in  each  country.  The  tablet  department  impressed 
onlookers  by  its  size  as  much  as  by  its  orderliness.  Each 
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machine  was  capped  with  a  label  bearing  the  name  of  the 
speciality  being  compressed,  and  it  was  noted  -that  the  speed 
and  pressure  of  working  of  the  otherwise  similar  machines 
were  finely  adjusted  according  to  the  varying  characters  of 
the  granules.  From  the  pharmaceutical  department  the  visitors 
passed  close  to  the  firm's  printing  works,  and  near  the  immense 
building  in  which  Agfa  photographic  papers  are  coated,  across 
the  narrow-gauge  railway  on  which  each  locomotive  is  named 
after  a  Bayer  speciality  (many  are  of  a  fireless,  high-pressure 
steam  type  capable  of  entering  any  part  of  the  works  with 
safety),  into  one  of  the  numerous  dyestufi  houses.  The  one 
visited  was  that  in  which  the  azo  dyes  are  manufactured  and 
separated  out  in  huge  filter-presses.  The  tourists  were  also 
given  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  extensive  laboratory 
attached,  in  which  control  work  alone  (not  research)  is  carried 
out.  The  final  visit  of  a  busy  morning  was  into  the  new  office 
building,  which  is  entered  through  self-opening  doors  set  in 
motion  by  interruption  of  rays  from  a  selenium  cell.  Dr.  Hugo 
Bernhardt  (technical  manager  of  the  C3  (English-speaking) 
department  of  Bayer)  conducted  the  tourists  through  this  de- 
partment, and  the  office-workers  from  London  were  especially 
interested  to  inspect  that  part  of  the  Leverkusen  organisa- 
tion with  which  they  are  normally  in  closest  communication. 

Luncheon  at  the  Works  Canteen 

Luncheon  was  provided  in  the  Casino  (canteen),  when  an 
address  of  welcome  was  made  by  Consul-General  Mann,  who 
said:  "  A  few  weeks  ago,  when  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  London,  I  was  impressed  with  the  zeal 
and  devotion  shown  by  all  members  of  the  organisation.  The 
conversation  turned  to  the  world-wide  activities  of  Bayer  and 
to  the  new  building,  housing  the  commercial  head  office  at 
Leverkusen.  Then  I  conceived  the  idea  of  giving  a  first-hand 
impression  of  Bayer's  work  at  Leverkusen,  to  give  some  expres- 
sion of  gratitude  for  your  loyalty.  On  behalf  of  my  co- 
workers, I  welcome  you  most  heartily  and  I  am  happy  indeed 
that  this  invitation  has  been  gladly  accepted  in  the  right  spirit, 
in  spite  of  somewhat  difficult  times.  I  am  particularly  happy 
that  the  British  Consul  in  Cologne  (Mr.  Cable)  and  Mrs.  Cable 
have  joined  our  guests.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Cable,  that 
through  his  presence  he  has  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
visit.  My  welcome  is  also  extended  to  members  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.,  and  to  their  ladies. 
Furthermore,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Leverkusen 
directorate  for  having  joined  us.  It  is  my  sincere  wish  that 
this  journey  will  give  impressions  which  will  help  all  to  form 
a  friendly  opinion  of  Germany,  of  the  German  nation  at  work, 
and  also  of  our  efforts  in  Leverkusen  '  under  the  Bayer  cross.' 
The  planning  of  this  event  has  been  delightful  for  us,  because 
we  realise  that  personal  contact  between  members  of  the  English 
and  the  German  nations  helps  to  strengthen  the  foundations  of 
lasting  friendship,  and  I  believe  that  obstacles  to  such  friend- 
ship will  vanish  soon.  Irrespective  of  frontiers  and  of  lan- 
guages, of  traditions  and  of  habits,  irrespective  of  political 
differences,  all  of  us  are  following  one  great  task  depending  on 
a  peaceful  mentality,  namely,  to  supply  suffering  mankind  with 
remedies  discovered  in  our  laboratories  and,  through  an  unsur- 
passed, world-wide,  commercial  organisation,  made  available  to 
all  those  who  need  them.  It  is  my  sincere  wish  that,  under 
the  Bayer  cross,  our  collaboration  will  be  intensified  in  peaceful 
prosperity  and  in  the  spirit  of  friendly  association." 

Mr.  E.  Cable  (British  Consul-General,  Cologne),  who  was 
present  with  Mrs.  Cable  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Fallowfield  (Vice- 
Consul)  replied  to  Mr.  Mann.  He  said  he  noticed  the  Bayer 
trade  mark  was  called  the  sign  of  confidence  ;  Mr.  Mann  had 
emphasised  the  application  of  this  motto  on  a  wider  basis. 
His  own  interests  were  rather  economic  than  political,  but 
in  his  opinion  the  visitors  were  in  one  of  the  outstanding 
places  where  economics  in  its  latest  phase  could  be  studied. 
Germany  was  leading  the  world  in  certain  aspects  of  economics 
and  her  work  would  have  to  be  studied  by  all  who  wished  to 
compete  with  her. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Henry  then  spoke.  He  first  read  the  following 
telegram:  "Emergency  staff  in  London  wish  loyal  greetings 
on  occasion  of  historic  visit  entire  London  staff  to  Lever- 
kusen," explaining  that  those  left  behind  in  London  were  phar- 
macists on  the  outside  staff  who  would  be  visiting  Leverkusen 
at  the  end  of  August.  Within  the  last  year,  he  went  on, 
there  had  been  two  celebrations  connected  with  the  firm:  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  Bayer  and  the  seventy-fifth  of  I.G. 
That  day's  celebration  was  of  a  different  character — a  family 
gathering. 


At  this  juncture  Dr.  Oddie,  London,  rose  to  announce  a 
surprise  item.  Every  member  of  the  staff  of  Bayer  Products, 
Ltd.,  had,  he  said,  contributed  towards  a  presentation  to 
Consul-General  Mann,  and  the  form  of  gift  selected  for  one 
whose  visit  to  London  had  been  so  fruitful  for  all  present  was 
a  book  by  a  writer  who  had  toured  London  in  1725:  "A 
Tour  Thro'  London,"  by  Daniel  Defoe.  (The  book  was  a 
handsomely  bound  volume  from  an  early  and  limited  edition.) 

Dr.  Hugo  Bernhardt  followed.  He  drew  attention  to  one 
detail  of  the  firm's  organisation — its  film  propaganda — and 
proceeded  to  announce  a  preview  of  the  first  Bayer  propa- 
ganda film  in  colour.  The  only  existing  version  was  in 
Danish  but  an  English  version  was,  he  said,  in  course  of 
preparation. 

The  new  colour  film  was  followed  by  a  black-and-white  film 
taken  at  a  golf  match  for  the  Bayer  silver  cup  (open  to 
members  of  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.),  played  at  Walton  Heath, 
Surrey,  recently  (winner  Mr.  C.  P.  Astle). 

Coach  Tour  and  Dinner-Dance 

The  party  then  adjourned  to  the  coaches,  to  be  con- 
ducted through  typical  Rhineland  countryside  to  the  Schloss 
Burg,  a  mediaeval  castle  in  the  Bergische  Land  (literally  "  hilly 
country  ")  where  afternoon  coffee  in  the  local  manner  was 
taken.  In  the  evening  a  dinner  and  dance  were  held  at  Rhein- 
terrassen,  Cologne,  a  large  riverside  restaurant  from  which  there 
was  a  splendid  view  of  the  Cathedral,  Bayer's  Cologne  office, 
and  other  buildings.  The  view  was  seen  to  full  advantage 
after  dark,  when  flood  lighting  of  the  whole  of  the  opposite 
bank  was  turned  on  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  English 
visitors.  During  the  dinner  Mr.  Goeze  announced  that  the 
menu — which  included  sauerkraut — had  been  specially 
selected  to  give  an  idea  of  typical  Rhineland  food.  Dr.  Kotthoff 
(a  director,  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.)  made  a  brief  speech,  in 
which  he  acknowledged  the  hospitality  that  had  been  showered 
upon  them  by  the  directors  of  the  parent  company.  They 
should  thank  particularly  Consul-General  Mann  and  director 
F.  Mentzel,  who  had  welcomed  them  that  morning,  and  all 
the  staff  of  Department  C3  who  had  helped  substantially  in 
organising  the  excursion. 

The  second  day's  programme  consisted  of  a  three-hours' 
trip  by  Rhine  steamer  to  Konigswinter.  Lunch  was  served  on 
board,  and  on  arrival  the  ascent  of  the  Drachenfels  (one  of 
the  Siebengebirge  or  seven  hills)  was  made  by  mountain 
railway.  During  coffee  songs  were  provided  by  a  picturesque 
musician  wearing  the  broad  black  hat  of  a  "  Hamburger 
Zimmermann  "  ("  Hamburg  carpenter  "),  and  by  the  Bayer 
singers,  a  male-voice  choir  from  the  Leverkusen  works,  who 
were  received  with  great  enthusiasm.  Dinner  was  served  on 
board  the  steamer  during  the  return  journey,  which  was  ex- 
tended beyond  Cologne  for  a  night  view  of  the  world-famous 
illuminated  Bayer  cross,  the  largest  pendant  light  sign  in 
Europe.  This  enormous  sign  has  a  diameter  of  230  ft.,  and 
each  letter  is  36  ft.  high,  2,200  lamps  being  required  for  the 
sign. 

Cologne  and  Elberfeld 

On  the  final  day,  before  the  departure  from  Cologne  at  about 
6.30  p.m.,  the  majority  of  the  party  toured  the  city  of  Cologne 
to  see  its  buildings  and  shops,  but  a  small  and  privileged  group 
was  taken  by  car  to  Elberfeld.  They  were  there  received  by 
Director  Professor  H.  Hoerlein,  who  briefly  outlined  the  nature 
of  the  research  work  carried  on  at  Elberfeld,  and  then  person- 
ally conducted  the  visitors  to  the  malarial  research  laboratory, 
where  Professor  Dr.  Kikuth,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  research 
work  on  tropical  diseases,  described  his  special  investigation. 
The  nature  of  the  tests  carried  out  on  birds  and  mice  was  ex- 
plained, the  "  Elberfeld  tropics  " — a  laboratory  in  which  equa- 
torial temperatures  and  humidity  are  reproduced — was  visited, 
and  the  direction  of  researches  towards  finding  a  means  of 
defeating  malarial  mosquitoes  in  the  spore  stage  was  indicated 
by  Dr.  Kikuth.  The  visitors  were  then  entertained  to  lunch  as 
guests  of  Dr.  Hoerlein,  and  returned  in  the  afternoon  to 
Cologne. 

The  break-up  of  the  party  took  place  only  after  breakfast 
at  Victoria  Station,  London,  at  which  Mr.  Edenborough  (man- 
ager of  the  Manchester  office,  Bayer  Products,  Ltd.)  called  for 
three  cheers  for  Dr.  H.  F.  Kotthoff  (a  director),  who  had 
returned  to  England  with  the  party,  and  to  Messrs.  Edwards 
and  Stubbings  (London  office  staff),  who  had  been  largely 
responsible  for  the  arrangements. 
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English  Herb  Crop  Reports 


The  following  reports  on  this  season's  herb  crops  have  been 
received :  — 

W.  J.  Bush  (&-  Co.,  Ltd.:— 

Peppermint. — The  crops  are  fair,  and  if  rain  comes  soon  they 
should  be  up  to  average  ;  at  present  the  ground  is  dry  and  the 
crops  are  suffering. 

Lavender. — This  crop  is  not  being  grown  to  any  great 
extent  and  what  there  is  is  poor.  Many  of  the  bushes  have  had 
to  be  destroyed  owing  to  shab. 

Chamomiles. — There  is  little  of  this  grown  now  and  it  is  poor. 

John  Jakson  6-  Co.  [Mitcham  Road,  igzi),  Ltd.: — 

Peppermint. — The  old  roots  suffered  rather  badly  through 
winter  frost,  and  consequently  the  planting  was  delayed.  At 
present  the  crops  look  well,  and  given  a  reasonable  amount  of 
sunshine  during  the  next  few  weeks,  we  anticipate  a  satis- 
factory crop  both  as  regards  quality  and  yield. 

Perks  &•  Llewellyn  (Hitchin)  : — ■ 

Lavender  shows  every  sign  of  being  a  nice  crop.  The  spikes 
are  forward  and  the  plants  are  healthy  and  strong.  The  spikes 
are  beginning  to  shovx  colour  and  the  odour  from  the  plants 
even  now  is  very  fragrant. 

Potter  Clarke.  Ltd. — Crops  this  year  should  be  good. 
Owing  to  the  absence  of  May  frost,  plants  are  doing  well 
although  weeds  are  troublesome.  Verj-  little  blight  or  insect 
pests  have  appeared  at  present. 

Good  Crops. — Horehound,  comfrey.  meadowsweet,  balm, 
yarrow,  southernwood,  hyssop,  motherwort,  fennel,  rue. 
burnet,  wormwood,  mellilot.  Poppy  heads  are  now  nearly  ready 
for  gathering  and  the  prospect  of  the  crop  is  very  good. 

Improved  Crops. — Peppermint,  although  affected  by  the 
drought  in  the  late  spring,  has  greatly  improved  with  the  rains 
and  should  yield  a  good  crop. 

Fair  Crops. — ScuUcap,  agrimony,  lactuca,  rue. 

Poor  Crops.— Parsley  piert.  The  rains  came  too  late  to 
save  this  and  it  is  doubtful  if  our  stock  will  carry  us  through 
the  year.  Chamomile  flowers :  Very  doubtful  crop.  Notwith- 
standing the  duty  on  foreign  flowers,  the  cost  of  picking 
and  drying,  coupled  with  the  small  demand,  gives  little  induce- 
ment to  grow  them.  The  distillation  of  English  oil  has  been 
overdone  and  prices  have  been  unremunerative. 

Culinary  Herbs. — Mint:  A  bumper  crop.  Plenty  of  leaf 
and  little  flower.  Sage :  The  first  crop  is  limited,  but  pros- 
pects are  good  for  August  and  September  gathering.  Parsley : 
The  best  crop  for  years.  Thyme  and  marjoram  :  Cultivation 
decreasing  but  the  small  crop  will  be  of  good  quality. 
Tarragon :  Better  than  last  year. 

William  Ransom  &-  Son,  Ltd.,  Hitchin.— Conditions  this 
April  were  similar  to  last  year,  when  late  spring  frosts  made 
crops  late,  particularly  affecting  the  more  tender  plants. 

Belladonna. — This,  as  last  year,  was  cut  down  by  frosts  at 
the  end  of  April,  but  on  the  whole  made  a  good  recovery,  and 
we  have  had  an  average  crop. 

Henbane. — This  year's  crop  is  growing  well,  due  to  the 
recent  rains,  and  we  expect  to  have  the  best  crop  for  many 
years. 

Lavender. — Will  be  late,  the  spring  shoots  being  cut  down 
by  frost.  We  have  planted  a  larger  acreage  and  the  young 
plantations  are  well  established.  They  will,  however,  yield 
little  oil  until  next  year.  Given  fine  weather  at  the  end  of  this 
month,  the  crop  should  be  about  average. 

Chamomiles. — We  have  increased  our  acreage.  This  crop 
has  grown  well  this  year,  and  we  expect  the  yield  per  acre  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Peppermint. — -It  is  early  to  estimate  the  prospects  of  this 
crop.  It  appears  healthy  and  free  from  rust,  and  should  be 
a  good  crop.  As  with  lavender,  the  yield  depends  on  the 
weather  conditions  just  prior  to  cutting. 

Foxglove. — First  year  plants  are  growing  well. 

Hemlock. — Owing  to  the  wet  weather  conditions  at  the  end 
of  last  month  this  crop  was  heavier  than  usual. 

Aconite,  Leituce,  Squirting  Cucumber,  Pyrethrum  and 
Valerian  should  be  average  crops. 


Joseph  W.  Seymour,  Holbeach,  Lines  :  This  season's  crops 
include  the  following  :  — ■ 

Peppermint. — Is  developing  into  a  fine  crop  and  is  expected 
to  yield  oil  of  good  quality. 

Dill. — The  crop  is  good  and  well  up  to  average. 

Poppies  (White). — The  crop  is  a  failure  this  season. 

Stafford   Allen    &•   Sons,    Ltd.    (Long   Melford   Farm):  — 

Chamomiles. — Look  well  but  will  require  more  rain  to  get  a 
full  crop. 

Dill. — Is  well  up  to  the  average  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

Lavender. — Has  not  been  affected  by  frost  and  the  flower- 
ing spikes  are  coming  on  satisfactorily.  If  there  is  a  fair  amount 
of  sunshine  there  should  be  a  good  yield  of  oil. 

Peppermint. — The  dry  time  in  the  late  spring  has  retarded 
this  and  plants  are  not  up  to  usual  growth. 

Belladonna. — Has  stood  the  winter  well,  and  there  will 
be  a  good  crop. 

Foxglove. — The  plants  look  well  and  are  growing  satis- 
factorily. 

Henbane. — Second  biennial. — Is  rather  short  owing  to  the 
dry  weather  in  May.  First  biennial. — Has  germinated  well 
and  is  about  normal  for  the  time  of  the  year. 

Pyrethrum. — A  good  crop  of  flowers  is  now  being  harvested 
in  excellent  condition. 

Valerian. — About  normal.

The  recent  quiet  tone  in  the  markets  has  continued  throughout  the 
week,  with  business  in  most  manufactured  products  and  natural 
commodities  at  a  minimum.  Values,  however,  are  being  steadily 
maintained,  with  no  sign  of  any  general  weakness.  The  only  change 
in  values  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  to  record  is  a  reduction  in 
makers'  prices  for  Calomel  and  Corrosive  Sublimate,  powder,  the 
lump  and  all  other  Mercurials  are  unchanged.  Santonin  continues 
at  lie  new  Con\'ention  prices  recorded  last  week. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  volume  of  business  transacted  has  been  rather  poor.  Values 
are  very  steady  despite  the  quiet  conditions.  Curasao  Aloes  are 
very  firm  at  current  high  values.  Chinese  Antimony  is  again  dearer. 
The  demand  for  Buchu  is  negligible.  Shipment  quotations  for  new 
crop  Cascara  Sagrada  have  been  stiffened  a  little;  buyers,  however, 
do  not  seem  interested.  Shipment  quotations  for  Spanish-Portuguese 
Ergot,  old  crop,  continue  to  increase,  and  spot  values  are  moving  up 
in  sympathy.  Further  increases  in  the  shipment  prices  for  the 
small  remaining  stocks  of  Hydrastis  are  reported,  and  spot  values 
have  been  adjusted  accordingly.  Japanese  Menthol  has  had  a  quiet 
week  on  spot  and  the  shipment  market  is  idle.  Better  business  in 
Rubber,  with  prices  showing  a  further  small  recovery.  Senega  has 
been  dull,  and  new  crop  for  shipment  might  be  called  fractionally 
easier.  Madras  finger  Turmeric  continues  firm.  Bees'  Waxes  have 
been  in  rather  better  demand. 

Essential  Oils 

A  rather  poor  trade  in  these  products  is  recorded.  The  source 
reports  that,  due  to  damage  to  flowers  and  then  to  fruit,  the  next 
season's  Bergamot  crop  will  be  poor.  Citronella  oils  remain  dull. 
Australian  Eucalyptus  is  very  firm  and  selling  well  on  spot  ;  only 
October  shipment  quoted.  Practically  no  interest  in,  the  shipment 
market  for  Sicilian  Lemon  ;  the  few  offers  received  indicate  a 
slightly  lower  value.  The  few  shipment  offers  of  French  Guinea 
Orange  are  fully  maintained  at  recent  figures.  Palmarosa  is  scarce 
on  spot  and  again  dearer  forward.  Peiitgrain  is  steady  at  the  recent 
advance,  and  Wormseed  is  again  rather  dearer  and  firm.

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Apprentice's  Time  for  Study 

Sir, — -If  I  had  been  in  the  position  of  a  representative  of  a 
branch  at  the  Conference  meeting,  I  should  have  supported 
the  motion  which  called  for  the  deletion  of  the  clause  in  au 
apprentice's  indenture  relating  to  an  allowance  of  time  off 
for  study  (C.  cS-  D.,  July  2g,  p.  ii8).  In  the  first  place  I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  to  an  apprentice  to  expect  him  to  mix  shop 
work  and  training  with  attendance  at  classes.  I  do  not  say 
anything  about  private  study,  as  there  are  very  few  students 
who  can  get  any  benefit  from  individual  study  without  some 
guidance  or  systematic  tuition.  To  allow  time  for  study 
during  the  day  (and  the  afternoon  is  generally  the  most  suit- 
able time  in  the  pharmacy)  can  only  mean  private  study,  be- 
cause attendance  at  a  day  course  of  lectures  is  a  whole-time 
job.  The  evening  is  the  busy  time  in  the  shop,  and  the 
most  difficult  period  during  which  to  arrange  for  time  off  ; 
but  if  this  is  managed,  the  apprentice  goes  to  evening  classes 
after  a  morning  and  afternoon  spent  at  work,  and  after  the 
class  he  has  his  notes  to  write  up.  It  is  almost  certain  that 
one  of  the  classes  will  come  on  the  evening  of  his  early  closing 
day,  so  that  he  will  get  little  time  for  leisure,  a  reasonable 
amount  of  which  is  necessary  if  he  is  to  be  able  to  benefit  to 
the  full  by  his  training.  And  attendance  at  evening  classes 
does  not  count  towards  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examina- 
tion. I  write  with  some  feeling  on  this  point,  because  before 
taking  my  qualification  in  the  days  of  the  old  Minor  examina- 
tion, I  was  obliged  to  secure  a  berth  in  a  wholesale  firm,  so 
that  I  could  attend  a  course  of  evening  classes,  and  I  know 
what  it  is  to  be  so  tired  that  one  can  scarcely  assimilate 
the  knowledge.  The  reasonable  method  to  adopt,  now  that  the 
examination  has  been  divided,  is  for  the  student  to  take  the 
course  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  after  leaving  school,  and 
to  get  that  examination  behind  him,  when  he  can  enter  his 
apprenticeship  and  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  practical  train- 
ing without  any  intermittent  studies  to  worry  about.

Two  Medical  Views 

Sir,— On  p.  3  of  the  Supplement  to  the  "  Medical  World," 
July  21,  1939,  in  a  report  of  the  twentv-fifth  annual  general 
meetmg  of  the  Medical  Practitioners'  Union,  held  at  Black- 
pool, Lord  Horder  is  said  to  have  made  the  following  state- 
ments:— "He  (the  doctor)  would  also  do  well  to  resist  more 
often  than  he  does  the  blandishments  of  the  wholesale  chemists, 
decline  their  dictation  and  so  provide  a  less  easy  market  for 
purely  commercial  enterprises."  And  further  on:—"  We  must 
free  the  medical  man  from  two  dreadful  alternatives — a  breath- 
less race  to  '  keep  up  '  with  modern  advances  by  what  goes  by 
the  name  of  '  refresher  courses  '  and  a  despairing  drift  which  is 
only  relieved  by  the  oft-times  specious  blandishments  of  the 
wholesale  chemists."  Has  Lord  Horder  forgotten  the  wonder- 
ful weapons  furnished  by  these  chemists  which  have  enabled 
him  and  his  colleagues  to  fight  disease  successfully — such  as 
aspirin,  the  barbiturates,  novocain,  the  sulphanilamides,  syn- 
thetic hormones  and  vitamins,  to  mention  but  a  very  few  of 
the  valuable  additions  to  materia  medica  discovered  by 
chemists?  I  would  suggest  that  Lord  Horder  should  read  an 
article  by  Dr.  Nathan  Mutch,  entitled  "  Propiietary  Remedies," 
in  "  The  British  Medical  Journal,"  Februarv  24,  1934,  P-  319. 
in  which  the  following  is  stated :  — 

The  legitimate  demand  of  the  practitioner  for  new  tools  and 
drugs  has  m  the  past  largely  been  met  by  firms  interested  financially 
"I  the  sale  of  their  products.  Large  sums  have  been  diverted  from 
their  dividends  into  the  channels  of  research.  .  .  .  Such  firms  exert 
a  powerful  influence  on  post-graduate  teaching.  It  is  a  good  policy 
to  interview  travellers  from  important  drug  houses  and  scan  the 
literature  with  which  they  burden  the  breakfast  table.  In  this  way 
there  can  be  acquired  much  useful  knowledge  which  is  not  imparted 
in  the  lecture  rooms  and  wards.  The  simplicity  and  reiteration  of 
their  statements  register  in  memory  and  practice  more  effectively 
than  does  logical  exposition  before  learned  societies  or  in  scientific 
journals. 

It  is  due  to  the  great  lack  of  co-operation  of  doctors  in  this 
country  with  the  eminent  scientists  who  control  the  scientific 
side  of  these  commercial  enterprises  that  we  have  been  so 
dependent    in    the    past    upon    Continental  manufacturing 


chemists,  who  can  invariably  rely  upon  the  close  collaboration 
of  eminent  clinicians,  pharmacologists,  etc.,  for  so  many  of 
the  important  additions  to  the  armamentarium  of  the  doctor.

The  Spirits  Exemption 

Sir,— Books  of  reference  cite  the  Act  16  Geo.  II  cap.  8,  passed 
in  the  parliamentary  session  1742-43,  as  the  earliest  statutory 
recognition  of  the  privileged  position  of  physicians,  apothe- 
caries, surgeons  and  chemists  in  using  dutiable  spirits.  The 
exemption  is,  in  fact,  older.  Section  16  of  the  Act  2  Geo.  II, 
cap.  17  (1729)  reads  "  Provided  always,  That  this  Act  shall  not 
extend  to  any  Physicians,  Apothecaries,  Surgeons,  or  Chymists, 
as  to  any  compounded  Spirits  or  Liquors,  which  they  may  use 
in  the  Preparation  or  making  up  of  Medicines  for  sick,  lame,  or 
distempered  Persons  only."  The  wording  of  this  section,  it  will 
be  noticed,  is  almost  identical  with  that  of  the  corresponding 
section  of  the  Act  of  fourteen  years  later.  The  Act  of  I7-29- 
which  was  intended  to  remain  in  force  for  five  years,  had  a 
section  forbidding  people  to  "  hawk  or  sell,  or  expose  to  Sale, 
any  Brandy,  Strong  Waters,  or  other  Spirits,  about  the  Streets 
in  any  Wheelbarrow,"  or  in  any  ship,  or  in  sheds,  or  on  stalls 
— an  illuminating  side-light  on  the  social  conditions  of  the  age. 
It  was  repealed  by  the  Act  6  Geo.  II  cap.  17,  the  preamble  to 
which  stated  that  the  earlier  enactment  "  hath  not  answered 
the  good  purposes  thereby  intended."  A  new  set  of  duties  was 
imposed,  three  years  later,  by  9  Geo.  II  cap.  23,  with  an 
exemption  almost  identical  in  wording  with  the  section  of  the 
Act  of  1729  just  quoted.  All  that  the  Act  of  1742-43  did 
was  to  replace  the  duties  in  9  Geo.  II  cap.  23  by  others,  while 
renewing  the  exemption.  It  may  be  that  a  legal  historian  can 
date  the  original  exemption  further  back  than  I  have  so  far 
been  able  to  do. — I  am,  etc.,

Multiplicity  of  Products 

Sir, — In  the  address  given  by  the  chairman  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  (C.  &-  D.,  July  22,  p.  84),  one 
point  mentioned  was  the  placing  on  the  market  of  definite 
chemical  siibstances,  or  mixtures  of  known  substances,  iden- 
tical in  composition  and  therapeutical  effect,  under  several 
different  proprietary  names.  The  retail  chemist  has  suffered 
too  long  from  this  multiplication  of  similar  products.  No 
sooner  does  one  manufacturer  introduce  a  new  line  than  all 
the  other  manufacturers  imitate  it,  and  the  result  is  a  plethora 
of  stock.  This  practice  does  not  apply  only  to  purely  medicinal 
products,  but  to  other  classes  of  goods  as  well,  and  the 
chemist  has  constantly  to  add  to  the  number  of  duplicates 
on  his  shelves.  We  can  admit  that  a  manufacturer  who  has 
spent  time  and  money  in  research,  and  has  prepared  a  new 
remedy  that  is  likely  to  prove  beneficial,  should  reap  some 
benefit  from  its  sale.  The  suggestion  that  the  principle  of  the 
patent  law  might  be  adopted  would  solve  the  problem  of  mul- 
tiplicity, because  the  original  manufacturer  would  have  the 
sole  right  to  the  title  for  a  number  of  years,  and  any  others 
who  wished  to  manufacture  or  market  an  identical  line  could 
only  do  so  under  licence.  The  name  would  be  the  same 
throughout,  and  the  chemist  would  not  have  to  stock  three 
or  four  different  makes  of  the  same  article.  But  there  should 
be  some  restriction  on  the  type  of  remedies  which  could  be 
protected  in  this  way.  It  should  not  be  permissible  to  invent 
a  proprietary  name  for  a  single  drug  already  in  common  use, 
or  for  formulas  which  are  well  known  and  are  sold  or  pre- 
scribed in  ordinary  practice.  To  work  such  a  system  there 
should  be  a  committee  or  board  to  judge  the  eligibility  of 
any  new  product  for  this  form  of  protection.  Some  years  ago, 
when  there  was  a  boom  in  yeast  products,  I  remember 
hearing  an  expert  on  the  .subject  saying  that  in  his  opinion 
yeast  was  rendered  totally  inactive  in  some  of  these  combina- 
tions. From  whatever  quarter  we  look  for  information,  it  is 
evident  there  is  a  general  underlying  recognition  that  there 
must  be  some  control  of  proprietary  remedies  ;  the  surpris- 
ing part  is  that  there  is  not  the  same  recognition  of  the 
obvious  means  of  safeguarding  the  public  through  the  retail 
chemist. — Yours,  etc.,

B.  S.  dy  Co.  (28/7). — Hydrocotyle  AsiATicA. — This  is  a 
small  umbelliferous  plant  growing  in  southern  Africa  and  in 
India,  where  it  has  long  been  used  as  an  alterative.  It  is 
apparently  indigenous  also  to  the  southern  United  States.  It 
is  known  as  "  thick-leaved'  pennywort  "  and  also  as  "  Indian 
pennywort."  An  opaque,  oleaginous  substance,  vellarine,  hav- 
ing a  strong  odour  recalling  that  of  the  plant  and  a  bitter, 
pungent  and  persistent,  taste,  has  been  discovered  in  the  plant, 
which  has  been  used  as  a  popular  remedy  in  India  for  fevers, 
leprosy,  syphilis  and  scrofulous  conditions,  but  we  are  unaware 
of  any  important  use  of  the  plant  in  this  country. 

P.  E.  K.  (26/7). — Salt  lick  for  sheep. — One  method  of 
providing  this  is  to  dissolve  four  ounces  of  potassium  iodide  in 
about  a  cupful  of  lukewarm  water.  Spread  100  lb.  of  well- 
dried  salt  evenly  on  a  clean  floor,  sprinkle  the  solution  of 
potassium  iodide  evenly  over  it  and  mix  well.  When  dry, 
place  the  salt  where  the  sheep  may  have  access  to  it  at  all 
times.  Ewes  will  consume  about  |^  lb.  of  salt  each  per  month. 
For  small  flocks  mix  in  proportion.  An  alternative  formula 
for  a  mineral  mixture  is  as  follows :  —

H.  A.  W.  (27/6). — Water  softeners. — Probably  the  best 
water  softener  for  general  use  is  tribasic  sodium  phosphate 
(Na3PO,i2H,0),  which  can  be  supplied  in  powder  or  tablet 
form.  Other  water  softeners  on  the  market  consist  mainly  of 
borax  or  sodium  carbonate,  or  mixtures  of  the  two  salts  with 
the  addition  of  perfume.    Other  mixtures  are  as  follows:  —

5.  H.  L.  (31/7). — Hair  dyes. — By  "  paratoluene  "  we  take 
it  that  you  are  referring  to  para-toluylene-diamine.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  say  whether  this  compound  is  more  likely  to  cause 
dermatitis  than  "  para  "  (para-phenylene-diamine),  as  cases  of 
irritation  by  the  latter  are  to  be  regarded  as  idiosyncrasies  of 
the  individual  to  the  dye.  Compared  with  "  para,"  para- 
toluylene-diamine  is  less  active  chemically  and  is  less  effective 
as  a  dye  ;  hence,  a  greater  amount  is  necessary  to  produce  the 
same  effect,  but  at  the  same  time  the  incidence  of  idiosyncrasy 
to  it  may  be  quite  as  high  as  that  to  "  para." 


/.  P.  K.  C.  (28/7). — Worms  in  pigs. — Mass  dosing  is  never 
satisfactory.  Each  pig  or  small  group  should  be  treated 
separately.  Starve  the  pigs  for  eighteen  to  twenty-four  hours 
and  give  santonin  at  the  rate  of  2  gr.  for  a  pigling  one  month 
old,  increasing  by  i  gr.  for  every  month  up  to  10  gr.,  shaken 
in  castor  oil,  2  dr. -2  oz.  For  older  pigs,  the  following  may  be 
given :  —

Chenopodium  oil  is  more  often  used,  as  it  is  cheaper  and 
quite  effective.  Starve  the  pigs  eighteen  to  twenty-four  hours 
and  give  the  worm  dose  in  the  morning,  food  and  water  being 
withheld  until  the  afternoon.  Repeat  the  dose  in  fourteen 
days.  Dose:  8  weeks,  ri  20;  10  weeks,  m  25  ;  12  weeks, 
ni  30  ;  16  weeks,  m  40  ;  6  months,  i  dr.;  12  months,  2  dr. 
This  should  be  shaken  in  a  dose  of  linseed  or  castor  oil  and 
some  milk  or  gruel  added. 

7.  F.  (20/7). — Sealing  wax. — It  is  difficult  to  suggest  the 
composition  of  the  particular  variety  you  refer  to  without  in- 
specting it,  but  waxes  for  sealing  bottles  often  consist  of  vary- 
ing mixtures  of  paraffin  wax  and  colophony  resin.  On  the  other 
hand,  your  sample  may  be  one  of  the  newer  synthetic  waxes  or 
resins. 

F.  C.  C.  (31/7)- — Honey  and  almond  cream. — We  think  the 
following  formula  will  be  more  suited  to  your  requirements :  — 
Sodium  borate,  in  fine  powder 
Hard  soap,  in  fine  powder 
White  wax 
Spermaceti 
Sulphuric  acid 
Expressed  almond  oil 
Honey 

Hamamelis  water 
Glycerin 

Alcohol  

Quince  seed,  bruised..

Distilled  water,  a  sufficient  quantity  to 
make    . . 

Macerate  the  quince  seed  in  500  c.c.  of  distilled  water  for 
twenty-four  hours,  shaking  frequently  and  strain  through 
muslin.  Melt  the  wax,  spermaceti  and  almond  oil,  add  the 
glycerin,  mix,  add  the  mucilage  quickly  and  shake  thoroughly. 
Dissolve  the  soap  and  sodium  borate  in  300  c.c.  of  boiling  dis- 
tilled water,  add  the  sulphuric  acid,  hamamelis  water  and 
honey  previously  mixed  ;  add  this  to  the  first  mixture  and  mix 
by  shaking.  When  luke-warm,  add  the  perfume  ;  set  aside 
for  four  days,  shaking  frequently,  and  strain,  adding  sufficient 
distilled  water  to  make  the  product  measure  1,000  c.c.

M.  Berthelot,  having  called  the  meeting  to  order  in  a 
familiar,  almost  fatherly,  manner,  briefly  exposed  the  objects 
of  the  Congress  [the  International  Congress  of  Chemistry]  now 
to  begin.  "  Theories  are  not  to  be  considered,"  he  said,  "  but 
only  practical  questions,  such  as  relate  to  analytical  methods 
and  nomenclature.  The  last  urgently  needs  revision  and 
improvement.  The  system  hitherto  followed  has  become  in- 
sufficient. So  many  new  compounds  have  been  discovered 
that  they  are  bursting  through  the  frames  formerly  intended 
and  thought  wide  enough  to  contain  them.  This  is  especially 
true  of  the  hydrocarbons,  and  the  numberless  substituted  azo- 
compounds  derived  from  coal  distillation,  and  used  in  phar- 
macy and  the  arts.  We  cannot  keep  on  adding  syllables  and 
forming  endless  names  for  new  combinations.  A  new  and 
clearer  system  is  absolutely  necessary,  with  lines  broad  enough 
to  last  for  some  time  at  least.
